‘The Puroxogioar Stonerany reported that he had received soveral 
lottors regarding the silver pieoos belonging to Col. Clerk and exhibited 
at tho August meeting of the Society, (see Proceedings for August, 
pp. 127, 128). It wonld be remombered, that both pieces boro inscrip- 
tions, which at-that timo no ono bad boen able to decipher, though the 
gonoral opinion seomed to be that they were in rade Gireck or PAli 
characters. Ho had now much pleasure in informing tho ‘mooting, thab 
with regard to ono of the piccos—the narrow oblong one, ornamented 
with amm’s head, and figured on page 128 of the Proceedings for 
August—the mystory appears to have boon solved by Mr. Beams, whi 
first pointed out that they aro ovidontly Somitio, and in particular somo! 
form of Aramaic, ‘The subjoined extract from his letter, dated 18th 
‘Novembor last, explains his view — 

“T havo just rooeived tho August number of the Proceedings, re- 
garding tho coins sont by Col, Olork figured on pp. 127, 128, Tnote that 
no one can as yot rend the inscriptions, owing, I suppose, to their having 
only thought of Greok or Pali. It has apparently escaped notico that the 
characters aro cloarly Semitic, somo form of Aramaio or Hirayaritic, they 
do not quite agroo with any form that I have seen, though I have 
compared thom with a good many of the insoriptions figured in the 
Zeitschrift d. D, M. @. ‘Thoso on tho oblong block figured at the top of 
P. 198 of tho Proceedings (which is probably an amulet to be worn 
round tho neck) agroo protty closely with soveral of the insoriptions in 
Vol. XXIV of tho Zoitschritt, and moy almost bo called Palmyron 
Tread tho letters NIIM i. e, from right to loft w, kh, a, b, a. From 
tho word boginning with 1 one would conjopture (if the language is 
‘also Semitic) that it was o continuation of a sontence running along 
all four faces of tho amulet, But-as of corse you know Harvévosh 
‘and Pahlavi wore writton in Semitio characters, #0 the word may be 
Porsian. Tannot make out the letters on tho coin quite satisfactorily 
though I distinguish 5 several timos, also y and 1; one ix tempted: to” 
read the word on the left hand side of the reverse as 329 Aayov sugges- 
tive of the Ptolemies, but this is more conjecture. I have no claim 
to much practice in reading coins, but perhaps this hint may be of nse to 
experts in such matters.” 

‘Tho Prmoxocrcat Seonwtanr then stated that he communicat 
‘Boumes' lotter to Colonel W. F. Prideaux, whose intimacy wi aed 
inscriptions was well-known} and he would now read his 
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which it would be seen that he fully confirmed Mr. Beames’ discovery 
though he modified the reading, originally suggested, in a few particulars, 
the result being, that the piece of silver was shown to bear the name of 
Tiridates, or some similar name. The following was Col. Prideaux’s 
letter, dated 29th November, 1884:— 

“Tam very sorry that I con give no decided opinion on the insorip- 
tions published in the August No. of the Proceedings. ‘Tho characters 
do not exactly resemble any with which I am acquainted. Only one 
thing I can prodicnte with cortainty : they are not Himyaritic. There 
is a cortain “ cachet” in Himyaritic epigraphy which ean be detected at 
‘glance by @ practised eye. I quite agreo with Mr. Beames that the 
charactors aro Semitic: they aro, as he says, some form of Aramaic. 
‘They axe, however, much earlier than tho Palmyrone character, and I 
should be inclined to style them proto-Pahlavi, as they resemble to a 
certain extent the characters employed on the early Persic (sub-Par- 
thian) coins of Fars, which were commented on by Levy some years ago 
in tho Zoitachrift d.D. M. G. (Vol. XXL, p. 421). I don’t think 
‘tho first letter on the amulet is a 1 (eaw)—it is more like an archaic 
0 (Let). Tho secon lettor is protty clearly M7 (cheth), the next ) (resh) 
the next" (daleth), and the last 11 (taw). ‘This would make T-kh-rd-t 
(Takhurdat), which might possibly bo a provincial form of the namo 
Known to the Greoks as Tiridates, At any rate the termination “ dat,” 
about which there can be scarcely any doubt, implies « Persic name. 

“T don’t think the square pieco is a coin. It is more probably an 
amulet or ornament. It would be labour thrown away to endeavour to 
interpret the inscription without seeing the original.” 

In a subsequently received letter, dated 12th December, 1884, Col. 
Prideaux added : 

“I must confess my inability to make anything of this coin, or 
amulet, or whatever it is. The characters are of a different type from 
those on the smaller piece of silver and may be a rudo imitation of 
Greck. I don’t think it is » coin, and I have some doubts of its gonnine- 
ness altogether. 

‘The smaller piece seems all right and the inscription is doubtless 
‘a man’s name, ending in “dat.” Tcannot hit on anything more likely 
‘than what I suggested the other day, but there are of course difficulties 
in the way of accepting my reading.” 

‘The Cuateaan said: Colonel Clerk had sent the two pieces to him 
‘at Simla, and he came to the conclusion that they were spurious, and 
made most probably st Rawal Pindi, for they were composed of a 
mixture of metals, and bore traces of having been cast in sand moulds. 
‘There are some persons not far from that station who manufactare all 
Kinds of coins and curiosities. 
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‘The following letter from Colonel Prideaux was also read by Dr. 
Horne — 
“Twas much interested in reading Mr. Rodgers's Paper in the April 
No. of the Procoedings on “Some coins'from Candahar,” and especially 
in his remarks on the new and hitherto unknown coins of Sistan. Tam, 
however, sceptical with regard to his King Hardyt, or Harwf. One 
can trast very little to representations of coins which are drawn by 
Ihand, but the inseription on his No. 21 (obverse) seems to mo to be 
‘Téja-'d-Din Harb bin Muhammad, What Mr. Rodgers reads as “Har- 
auf,” I rend as “Harb bin,” and I should be disposed to ascribe it to 
the historical Harb of coin No. 20, ‘This was the King who reigned 60 
yeurs, so Khédim Ali says, and was a contemporary of Ohengiz Khan 
‘and the Khalifa En Nésir-od-din-ullah. As for tho mysterious. word 
which reads as ws according to Mr. Rodgers, of course there was 
Syriao month called Qéntin, but at the samo time the word on Mr. 
Rodgore's drawing of the coin might be read fifty ways.” 








‘Tho PuttoxoaroxL Ssonurany exhibited 60 copper coins sent by: Mx. 
HL Rivett-arnao for exhibition to the Society, and road the following: 
‘extrnot from the letter aocompanying them: “I send for the inspection 
‘of tho Sooisty copper coins obtained from tho Panjab, which appear to bo 
of rare, if not of unknown, types. Many of them appronch those figured 
in the Ariana Antiqua and in Prinsop's Indian Antiquities as Indo- 
Sassanian coins. Others again bear a distinct impression of the Bull 
with inscription, ‘Tho variety is considerable, but ns T have not bad 
time to oxamine them oatefully, I think it well to send them without 
delay to tho Society to whom the types may possibly be well known. It 
may be noted that some of tho coins seom to have been stamped twico 
‘over,—tho ball above somo former design.” 

‘Dr. Revorr Honnxtx stated. that ho haa examined them carefully 
‘and found that they all appeared to be Kashmir coins of various datos 
‘and types. ‘They consisted of the following kinds : 

No. 1. Fifteen specimens. Plate I, figs. 1—4. » Obv. Head or ‘busb 
of king, facing right with fillet behind, after the fashion of Sassanian 
coins (seo Ariana Antiqua, Plates XVI and XVII). In front of face, 
along the margin, legend in later Gupta characters, 7 fefrege Sit 
Mikiralula, or (on two specimens) Fafa Sré Mihiragula, Rev. The 
‘iroular area divided by o straight Iino in two unequal: parts, In the 
‘upper. end larger portion, standing on the line, a bull walking, to the 
right, towards what looks like «low trident set up om the line, in front of 
‘kim: Above his hind-quartors a crescent. In the lower, smaller part o& 
Abe aren, a legend in Tater Gupla charactors: rag mW jayat wn, 
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‘may the bull be victorious.’ Circular dotted margins on both sided. 
‘Most of these coins are in fair preservation; several showing distinctly 
the whole legend. 

No. 2. Two specimens. Plate I, fig.5. A variety of No. 2, the 
crescent on Rev. replaced by a y-shaped symbol, and the trident stait is 
wanting. Moreover on one of them the bull is represented in the attitude 
of running or jumping. The dots on both coins are much smaller ; the 
name is spelt Mihiragula, and the letter ¥ m is formed peculiarly, being 
hardly distinguishable from a ¥ p. 

‘No.8. One specimen. Another variety of No.2. On the obv, the 
legend is placed below the head ; while the spaco in front of the face is 
ocoupied by a symbol resembling monogram No. 163 of the Ariana 
Antigua, as on figs. 9 and 10 of Plate XVI of that work. 

No. 4. One specimen. A third variety of No. 2 On rev. the 
dividing line is wanting, the area being-ocoupied. by the bull, and above 
him, along the dotted mergin, is placed the legend jayatw orisha. The 
characters on this specimen are of an older type, being angular. 

‘No. 5. Six specimens. Plate I, figs.6,7. Obv., King’s head or bust, 
facing right with fillet bohind, as on No. 1. In front of face, a symbol, 
resembling an angular shaped 9, which, if it bo a graphic sign, may be 
read as bra or pra, Rev., Circular area, divided into two halves by a straight 
ine ; in the upper half a wheel within a circle of dots ; in the lower half, 
the two letters Ix tora, in lange bold Gupta characters of « Inte type, 
Circular dotted margins on both sides. 

No. 6. Fourteen specimens. Plato J, figs. 8, 9. Obv., Head or bust 
of king, with fillet behind ; in front of face, monogram No. 168 of the 
Ariana Antiqua, as on figs. 9 and 10 of Plate XVI, and on fig. 20 of Plate’ 
XVIL Rev, figure of running bull, with turned-up tail, facing to the left. 
Dotted margins on both sides, but no legends. Most of these are very 





No. 7. Eleven specimens. Plato I, figs. 20, 11. Variety of No. 6; 
the only difference being that the bull faces to the right. 

No.8. One specimen. Plate I, fig. 12. Another variety of No.6. 
the only difference being, that instead of the monogram there is an 
insoription, consisting of the letter © ha, and after it perhaps € ra. 

No. 9. One specimen. Plate T, fig. 18. Obv, Head or bust of 
king, facing left, with crescent surmounting the forehead, and a trident 
‘and fillet in front of it; somewhat resembling fig. 20 on Plate XVI in 
‘the-Ariaua Antiqua, Rev., Standing bull, facing left, towards what looks 
like o crude fire altar ; above distinctly the letters WR rudra. 

‘No. 10. One specimen. Plate I, fig. 14. Obv., Crude standing figare 
of king, facing’ to. the front, with left arm akimbo, its right resting on a 
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spear or staff; somewhat resembling the figure on the Intex Indo-Seythian 
coins, Rev., Wheel as in No.5, with some large marks looking like 
letters (perhaps @ifyy bodhi). 

Besides there are seven coins in the collection, which aro too badly 
preserved to allow of being identified, but they probably bolong to 
Nos. 6 and 7. 

One of tho most curious cireumstances about. these coins is, that 
as already noticed by Mr. Rivett-Carmac, some of them aro double 
struck, Noarly all these double struck specimens occur in Nos. 1 and 
5. In the former there are 6 out of 18 ; in the latter 4 ont of 6. Ono 
‘only ocours in each of Nos. 6, 7 and 8. In the case of those ocouring on 
No. 1, the embloms of No. 5 appear to be superimposed on those of No. 1, 
in the following way: in threo specimens (PI. I, fig. 8) the rev. of No. 5 
(with fora and wheel) is placed over the obv. of No. 1 (head), while its 
obo, (hoad) is over tho rev.of No. 1 (bull). In the other three specimens 
(Pl. I, fig.4) the obv. of No. 1 (head) is more or less preserved to do duty 
for the obv, of No. 8 (hend), while on the rev, tho ombloms of No. 8 (tora 
‘and wheel) are superimposed on the emblem of No.1 (bull). On one 
specimen the embloms of No. 1 seem to bo superimposed on thoso of 
‘No. 5, but this, being an exceptional caso, may bo an illusion. In the caso 
‘of tho double struck specimens ovcurring on No. 8, the emblems appear to 
‘be the samo (PI. T, fig. 7) ; it seams as if two consocutive attempts wore 
made to strike tho samo emblems (obv. head, rev. tora and wheel) on a 
‘pivoo of copper, the first having beon unsuccessful. In the double struck 
‘specimen of No. 6 (Pl. I, fig. 9), tho obv. of No. 6 (hend) is placed over tho 
‘rev. of No, 1 (bull and inscription) of which only a small portion of the 
ingoription (vis. W ya) is still visible; whilo tho rev. of No. 6 (ranning 
Drull) is placed on the obv. of No. 1. In tho double struck specimen of 
No. 7 (Bl. I, ig. 11), the obv, of No. 7 (head and monogram) is placed 
over tho rev. of No. 5 (tora and wheel), while the rev. of No. 7 (running 
bull) is over the obv. of No. 5 (head), Tn tho double struck specimen of 
No. 8, again, tho obv. of No. 8 (head with hara) is placed over the rev. of 
No. 1 (bull) which has entirely disappeared; while tho rev. of No, 8 
(running ball) is placed over tho obv. of No. 1 (hend with insoription) of 
which only a small portion of the insoription (vis., a Sré M) is still dis. 
tinctly visible, From those facts the historical soquonce of the coins would 
appear to be that No. 1 comes first, thon Nos. 5, 6 and 7 as contempo: 
aries, ‘This agroos with the notices contained in the Réjatarangink, 
‘Aovording to that work there was a Kashmirian King, called Mihirakula 
(perhaps in the 7th: contury A. D.), and after a long interval (perhaps 
‘of 200 years) a king Pravarasena I. ‘The latter had two sons, Hiranya 
‘and Toraména, of whom the latter rebelled against his brother and

coined money. Tt is recorded of him that “he forbade the use of the 
coin struck by king Béla and largely circulated the dinéras’ coined by 
himself” (seo J. C. Dutt’s Translation, p. 38). Now the coins No. 1 
are clearly those of Mihirakala, About him it is said that he was do- 
foated by Baléditya. The coins No. 5, with tora on them, may be ascribed 
to Toraména, and the notice that “he forbade the coins of king Béla” 
may be a reminiscence of the fact that he re-struck the coins of Mihira- 
‘ula, as shown by the present collection. In favour of the ascription of 
the tora coins to Toraména, it may be mentionod, that in the Society’s 
collection there is a copper-coin closely resembling the present ones, 
which prefixes  eré to tora (Hare). If this is correct, the letters % 
pra on tho obv. may perhaps be read as an abbroviation of Pravarasena, 
‘the namo of his father. Further tho coin No. 8, with Ha or Hara on 
it, may be ascribed to Toraména’s elder brother Hiranya; and since 
No. 8 is only a varioty of tho anonymous coins Nos. 6 and 7, it is pro- 
hablo that all the coins, Nos. 6—8, are those of Hliranya. Tt would seemt 
{G20 far as one may allowed to judge from the evidence of tho present col- 
ootion,) that till the time of tho two brothers Hiranya and Toraména, 
the money of Mihirakula still formed the common currency of tho 
country; and that Hiranya sparingly, but Toramina more extonsively, 
‘began to supersede it by re-striking the pieces with their own emblems. 
‘Mn. Fixer remarked that the coins wero Kashmfri coins, and that, 
according to all historians, Toraména succeeded Mihirakula, ‘The latter 
came from the North West and established his kingdom in the Panjéb. 
He attempted to destroy Buddhism, but was defeated by Bélkditys, 
and after several vicissitudes gained possession of Kashmir. ‘The former 
came long afterwards and was imprisoned for isming coins. without 
authority. Ho died immediately after being delivered from prison, 





‘Phe following paper was read : 

On certain Symbols or devices on the Gold Coins of the Guptas—By 
W. Turonaun, M. N.S. L. 

(Abstract) 

‘The author refers to Mr. V. A. Smith's paper on the Gupta 
coinage, published in the Society's Journal, Part I of 1884, and offers 
what he believes to be not only a now, but perhaps a more correct, 
interpretation of threo of the symbols which ocour on the Gupta coins. 
These are, the “fillet” (or “noose”), the “corucopis ” and the 
footstool.” ‘Mr. Theobald contrasts these symbols with similar ones 
which occur on Bactrian, Indo-Scythian and other coins, and arrives at 
the conclusion, that on the Indian coins thoy clearly represent peculiarly 
Indian ideas, wholly different from those which they admittedly repre- 
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sent on the Grecian or somi-Grecian ones. ‘Thus the “fillet” or ‘nooo ” 
Ihe considers to be “of ambiguous import, ond that it represents indif- 
ferently the ‘noose’ of Siva, when béme by a goddess, whom we have 
reasons for regarding as his Sakti; or when it is borne by a goddess 
presumably identified with Lakshmn, it is then a feminine symbol analo- 
gous to the ‘Sistrum’ of Isis; and that itis by collateral indications 
‘only that it can be decided in which sonse, in each case, this symbol is 
to be construed.” Regarding the “cornucopit,” the author thinks that 
it differs considerably from the types of that symbol on the Indo-Seythian 
coins, the main difforonoe being a number of equidistant dots set on a 
convex line, by which the cormucopit is closed above; and that this 
difference is too constant and ciroumstantial to be the result either of 
accident or inferior execution. Hence, he considers it to represent tho 
well-known object of Hindi symbolical worship, the Snake or polyce- 
phalic Nég, the heads of which are indicated by the dots. ‘The so-called 
* footatool” Mr. Theobald considers to be but another representation ‘of 
tho Nég, a fold of which is represented n encircling the solid earth. 
‘Tho only point which puzzles him is how this obvious intorpretation 
of the three symbols has hitherto escaped the notice of the far abler 
futiquarios than himself, who have studied theso coins.

‘Tho following note from Mr. F. Chambers, in reply to tho criticism by 
‘Mr.H. F. Blanford on his popor read at the November mooting, was read, 

The gruator part of my paper is devoted to proving that baromotrie 
Aopressions travel from the western frontier of Tndin naross Sind to 
Rajputana, and I purposely avoided dealing with their motion from 
Rajputana eastward, because that is the point abont which there is no 
dispate. If it be admitted that Ihave proved my case, the contention 
‘that those disturbances originated in westorn Rajputana must bo 
abandoned. Both propositions eannot be correct, for a disturbance canniat! 
originate in Rajputana and also travol thither from the western frontier 
‘of India. ‘Thus far with respect to the facts brought forward by me! 
T now tun to the evidence adduced in Mr. Blanford’s paper (pago 7, 
Part II, No.of the Journal for 1884) in support of. his conclusion 
“that, in most cases, if not in all, theso disturbances originate in India.” 
‘With regard to those which are supposed to have originated in. westorn. 
Rajpatana, I find the dato is given of but one case, that of the 25th 
‘Jannary 1878. This instance is now claimed-as an. excoption to thd 
‘general ralo of eastward motion, but T find that a minimum of prossute 
cowed af: Kusracheo on the 25th, at Docsa on the 26th, and af Indang> 
on the 27th, clearly indicating the usual eastward movement; from:som6, 
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region to the westward of Kurrachee. Other instances are mentioned 
of disturbances having originated in western Rajputana in January: 
February and March 1881, but tho dates are not given and Tam unable 
to identify them. With regard to those disturbances which are eup- 
posed to have originated in other parts of India, I must point out that 
the case given as having occurred on the 10th to 13th January 1878, 
which is said to have just appeared on the western half of the Deccan 
plateau, really appeared first at Bhuj and Raykot on the 9th January, 
and afterwards moved castwards in accordance with the usual rule, 
Similarly, the case of the 10th February 1879, which is supposed to have 
originated in the heart of India, was really preceded on the 9th February 
by a minimum of pressure in western India, and followed on the 11th 
and 12th by a minimum in Bengal. It must therefore have originated 
farther to the westward than the position assigned to it, 

Again, in the case of the 15th to 18th February 1880, which is said 
to have beon just established in the Central Provinces, there is decided 
evidence, in the chart for the 14th February 1880, published in the 
Report on the Motearology of Indin for that year, to prove that the 
disturbance really entered India from the Bombay Coast. I maintain, 
thorefore, that Mr. Blanford has not brought forward a single undoubted 
¢ disturbance in India. In every 
case there is evidence to show that the disturbance entered India from 
the westward. What then becomes of the theory devised to explain 
‘their origin in India ? 

‘Tho farther question now arises, did these disturbances originate on 
the western borders of India, or did they come from regions farther to 
the west? As I said in my note, this is a matter which cannot be finally 
decided without observations from those regions, but having traced the 
‘arometio depressions from the western confines of India into the inte- 
rior, the latter alternative seems to me by far the more probable of the 
two. 

T cannot on this oceasion follow Mr. Blanford into the long discus- 
sion, in which he endeavours to show that one of the Indian storm tracks 
published at, Washington is unworthy of confidence. I grant that every 
well ascertained case of a breach of continuity in the path of a storm 
affords an argument against the application of the principle of continuity 
toconnect storm centres which are far apart ; but, on the other hand, every 
‘woll-observed case of a long and continuous storm path—and thero aro 
Imndreds, porhaps thousands, of such cases on record—affords an argu- 
‘ment in-favour of the application of the prinoiple. ‘The contention 
amoants then. to this, that even if the two cases of supposed discontina- 
ity, to which Mr. Blanford refers, be accepted as such, the fact sill 
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remains that there is some probability in favour of the track laid down 
in tho Amorican Chart for February 1878, and certainty is nob claimed 
for it either by myself or the Chartographer. There is this to be said, 
however, in favour of the American charts of Tudian storm tracks, that, 
with all their want of accuracy of detail, they are the publications which, 
as far as Lam aware, first brought to light the fact of the eastward 
‘motion of the winter storms of Northern India, a fact which later in- 
vestigation has fully confirmed. I cannot admit, however, that the 
storm of the 11th to 18th November 1881 affords clear evidence of 
breach of the continuity of a storm traék, and tho assertion that the 
storm of tho 11th to 13th July 1881 was independent of that of the 
2nd to 6th July requires proof. AN the facts of the November case 
seem to me to accord far bettor with the simpler supposition, that the 
opposing friotion of the land surface merely produced a temporary ai- 
minution of the intensity of the storm; nnd the July instance may 
possibly bo one of the samo kind. It is clear that tho latter storm did. 
not originate in Gujarat, but travelled from the Malwa platean into 
Catch and Lower Sind, increasing in intousity as it pnssed into tho 
plain below, and onward towards the Arabian Sea. In both the above 
‘casos Mr, Blanford appears to: mo to have mistaken the rapid develop- 
mont of w feeble cyclone, proviously in exintonce, for the birth of w now 
and independent vortex. The distinction may appear to. bo of little 
consequance, but it has a very important bearing on the administration 
of the Bombay storm warning service, ‘The fact, that this quostion is 
‘one on which widely differont opinions aro hold, is a proof that farther 
isoussion is nooded, but to deal with tho mattor satisfactorily would 
require the whole of a separate papor, and I must now dofer the farther 
consideration of it. 

With regard to Mr, Wliot's remarks, I would merely point ont that 
tho side issue mentioned in my note had reference to the original quos- 
tion, raised in my letter to “Nature,” as to whether the winter rains 
swore to be ascribed to cyclonic disturbances or to the upper anti-monda 
current, It did not refor to the question as to where the winter storms 
originate, ‘The lattor question is obviously a side issue of the former, 
but I quite agree with Mr. Hliot in regarding it as a logitimate subject 
for farther ingniry, althongh it may be of secondary importance to the 
investigation of the conditions, which give rise to the continued exis- 
tence and eastward motion of the winter cyclones. One practical con- 
clusion from the, whole disoussion seems to me to be that more informa- 
‘tion ig, required from regions to tho westward of India, Waiting for 
this information, however, can hardly be considered the best way of 
obtaining its

ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1884. 
‘The Council of the Asiatic Society of Bengal have the honor to 


submit the following Report on the state and progress of the Society 
affairs for the past year. 





Momber List. 


In tho yoar under review, 29 gentlemen were cleoted ordinary 
members of the Society, 17 Members withdrew, 4 died and 5 were re- 
moved from the List in accordance with Rule 40; tho result showing 
anet gain of 3 Members to the Society. The total number of Mem- 
ers, therefore, at the close of 1884 vas 826 against 323 at the ond of 
the preceding year. Of these, 102 are Resident, 157 Non-Resident, 12 
Foreign, 15 Lifo and 40 Non-Subscribing Members, as will bo seen from 
the following Table, which also shows the fluctuations in the number 
of Ordinary Members for the past 6 years. 
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During the yoar, one member, tho Nawab Nazim of Bengal, com- 
pounded for his future subscriptions. 

‘Tho Society lost one of its oldest members, Sir Bdward Clive Bay- 
Jey. Ho was born on October 17th, 1821, and, after a distinguished 
ceaxeor at Hailoybury, arrived at Caloutta in 1842. ‘Tho earlier yours of 
his official life were spent in distriot work, in tho North-Western Pro- 
‘vinoes. In 1849, he was appointed Sottloment Officer of Guzornt, then 
recently noquired by the East India Company on the downfall of the 
‘Kingdom of the Sikhs, Hore he distinguishod himself greatly, and wae 
soon after brought to the Foreign Department, where, undor the guiding 
spirit of Sir Honry Btliot, ho imbibed a tasto for oriental researchos which 
grew with his growth and consod only on his demiso, Sir Henry wos 
then engaged in his groat work on tho Mubnminadan historians, and Mx. 
Bayley translated for him from Persian works many voluminous extracts, 
some of which wore published by Sir Henry Riot, and all spoken of in 
high torms of praiso by that renowned Orientalist. Other extracts have 
since been published in the Into Professor Dawson's continuation of Sir 
‘Henry's work. After a sorvico of three years, in the Panjab in 1855, 
‘Mr. Boyloy availed himself of tho furlough to which ho wns ther 
‘entitled, and during his loave wont through the usual course of studies 
and got himself admitted to the Bar. Soon aftor his return to India, ho 
‘was appointed Seorotary to the Foreign Department, and subsoquently 
to tho Home Department of the India Government, which office he held 
for soveral years. During tho Inst four yoars of his sojourn in India 
hho was a member of the Snpremo Council, and held the portfolio of the 
‘Home Department. or four years he held the office of Vice-Chancellor 
of the Caloutta University. “His connection with the Asiatic Society 
dated from 1851, and he was President of the Society for five, and 
‘Vice-President for three yoors. His leisure hours were dovoted to 
antiquarian researches, but his onerous official duties did not pormit 
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him to devote so much time to them as he wished. “His sojoum in the 
Punjab immediately after its acquisition by the British Government 
gave him excellent opportunities, which he utilized to the utmost, for 
collecting old coins, and as an accomplished numismatist he made 
for himself 9 name which is honorably known in Europe. The study 
of numismatics necessarily attracted his attention to Indian epigraphy, 
and he devoted much attention to insoriptions. Sinco his retiremont 
from India he wrote two valuable essays on the genesis of the Indian 
Alphabet and of the Indian numerals. While engaged in translating 
extracts from the works of Muhammadan writers, and subsoquontly 
during his sojourn at Agra and Delhi, he paid much attention to 
medimeval Indian history, and he was well known to be one of the 
most enthusiastic and able expounders of the history of the Muhamma- 
ans in India, He contributed to the Society nine papers on history, 
numismatics, ancient insoriptions, and soulptares, and published several 
others in Europe. These learned papers ware received with respect by, 
and have ably assisted, the archeologists of this country, and his namo is 
intimately associated with the progress of this Society. 

The other 8 ordinary members who died during the year were Dr, 
H.W. MeCann, the Society's General Secretary, whose joss has been 
feclingly acknowledged, and an aecount of whose life and labours has been 
published in the Procoedings for July ; Mr. J.B. Chalmers and Mr. R. 
Pawsey. 

An Associate Momber was elected during the year, Mfr. F. Moore, 
F. Z. S., in recognition of his contribations to Indian Entomology. 

At the Centenary Meoting, held on the 18th January 1884, to cele- 
brate the Hundredth Anniversary of tho firet meeting of the Asintio So- 
ciety, the following six gontlemen, on the proposal of the Council, were

Statement Nos, 2 and 3 show how the money administered through 
the Society in the Oriental Publication and Sanskrit Manuscripts Funds 
has been spent during the past year. A fixed allowance of Rs. 750 per 
month is given by the Government of India to the Oriental Publication, 
Pand, and a yearly sum of Rs, 3,200 is paid by the same authority to the 
credit of the Sanskrit Manuscripts Fund, 

Statement No. 4 gives an account of monies due by and to the 
Mombors of thia Sooiety, 

Tn Statement No. 5 an account is given of the sums invested in 
Government securities and held in doposit by the Bank of Bengal. 
‘hoy consist of Re. 21,800 in 4 per cont, Governmont) paper .and 
Re, 1,387,000 in 4} per cent, Goveramont paper, snaking . together 
Rs. 1,58,800, 

Statement No. 6 shows the sum invested, known as the Piddington

In tho rocoipts under the head Subscriptions " # decrease of Re. 700 
thas taken placo, and this is duo to the high figure at which the amount was 
Dudgotted for last year. According to the number of Members, resident, 
non-resident and foreign, on the list of the Society at the close of tho past 
year, an amount of Rs, 7,600 only could have boon raised ; but as there 
‘were lange arrears duo from Members, it was expected that some portion 
of them would be realized, and would thus raise the total subscriptions to 
Bs. 8,000, Although every available means has been employed to call in, 
‘the outstandings, yet the efforts have beon far from successful. A dozen 
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members owe sums of money aggregating close’ upon. 900 Rs. to the 
Society, and have failed to discharge their debts, although repeatedly 
called upon to do 80. 

Several items on the expenditure side show a marked saving, whilst 
in some cases the budget estimate has been exceeded. On the whole the 
amount expended is less than that budgetted for by Rs. 624,

‘Tho additions to the Cabinet have beon very fow in 1884, the total 
number of coins added being 25, vis. 5 gold and 20 silver. AU were 
purchased at a total cost of Rs. 140, no coin having been presented 
during the past year 

Of the 5 gold coins, found at Chindwarrab, Nerbudda district, Cen 
tral Provinces, one was of the reign of Alamgir II, Azic-ud-din, two 
others of the reign of Aurangzib, dates 1106 and 1110, the fourth and 
Afth of the reign of Muhammad Shih of the year 1144 and 11(43). 
All these are appa2dntly new or unpublished types, except the last 
which is described in Marsden’s Numismata Orientalie, p. 667 No. 
DCCCOXXI. 

Of the silver coins, eight wereof Menander found in a Jabrian village, 
in the Amritsar division five were of the common so-called. Indo-Sassa- 
nign Kind, found at Fatehgurh and seven wore of Rafi-nd-derjat and 
Farakhsir, found at Btawab.

‘Mr. B. W. Peterson has continued to act as Treasurer throughout 
the year. 

“Mr. W. A. Bion, the Assistant Secretary was absent on seven months? 
Jeave from April to October, during which period Mr. J. I. Duplessis 
‘was appointed to officiate for him. Mr. Bion returned in November, but 
in December resigned the service for better prospects elsewhere, when 
‘Mr. Duplessis was appointed to fill the vacancy permanently. 

‘Mr. J. H. Elliott has held the post of Assistant Librarian throughout 
the year, Babu Nritya Gopal Basu that of Cashier and Babu Amrita Lal 
Das that of Copyist.

‘Twenty-six fasciculi wore published during the year: nine in the 
Arabio-Persian Series and seventoen in the Sanskrit Series. ‘They be- 
long to thirteen different works, of which three are in the former 
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‘and ten in the latter Series, each Series containing one new publication, 
viz, the translation of the Muntakhab-ut-Téwérikh and the text of the 
Tattva Ohintémani rospectively.

“Pho Royal Academy of Sciences of ‘Turin, in accordance with the 
Jast will and testament of Dr. Cesare Alessandro Bressa and in cone 
formity with tho Programme published December 7th, 1876, announce 
‘that the term for competition for scientific works and discoverios made 
in tho four provious years 1881-84, to which only Italian authors and 
inventors were entitled, was olosed on December Sst, 1884, 

“Tho Academy now gives notice that from the Ist of January, 1883 
tho new term for competition for the fifth Brossa Prizo has begun, to 

according to tho testator’s will, scientific men and inventors of 
all nations will be admitted. A prizo will threfore be given to tho 
scientific anthor or inventor, whatever bo his nationality, who daring 
tho years 1888-86 “according to the judgment of the Royal Academy

Read a letter from the Magistrate of Patna forwarding for prosene 
tation to the Society a couple of old Buddhist Coins which the owner 
hhas presented to Government for this purpose and wishes the Govorn- 
ment to bo considered as the donor. 


‘Tho Cuarmaay reported that the Council haa sanctioned the publica 
tion in the Bibliotheca Indica of the wholo of the Institutes of Parfdara, 
instead of only the Préyaschitta section of it as previously sanctioned. 


‘The Cuaran exhibited a copper-plato inscription forwarded to 
him by Bébu Nilakayyha Mazumadx, of Dacea, and referred to the pecu- 
inritios of certain datos in it 

‘Dr. Mrrma romarked that tho plato had boon found, several foot 
under tho earth, at Ashrafpur, Station Raipur, Zillah Dacea, when level- 
ing a mound in the neighbourhood of a tank, and is now the property of 
Babu Pratépachandra Banerji of that placo. It measures 10” x 65, 
and is encrusted on each side with a uniform layer of verdigris, ‘Tho 
edges aro much corroded, and the letters near them have become 
illogible. In the middle of tho plato, tho letters axe, however, clear, 
and they show the record to be a muniment of the grant of one or more 
plots of land by one Dova Khadga, which is apparently a poetical 
inversion of Khaggadeva. ‘Tho donecs wore Buddhists, who had charge 
of a Vihéra or monastery, to tho support of which the proceeds of the 
land were to bo applied. The donor was also of the same porsua- 
sion, though the legend on his seal isa couchant bull. ‘The mention 
of a vihéra is of some importance, as affording a trace of the existence of 
Buddhism in the eastern districts at an carly poriod, ‘Tho name on the 
‘eal is not legible. 

Owing to the illegibility of the beginning and end of every line, 
it is impossible to produce a connected translation of the whole record, 
but a tentative reading, prepared by Pandit Kémékhyénéth Tarkaratna, 
of the Caloutta Sanskrit College, was submitted, 
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‘Tho most important part of the record is the date. Its letters and 
figures are perfectly clear in their outlines, and there is no reason to doubt 
‘the correctness of the reading (sce Plato II). ‘The first two letters of 
the date (in lino 15) aro unmistakably Samua, an abbreviation of Samvat, 
‘Thon follow threo figures of which the last is unquestionably a Nagari 3, 
and the first may be accepted either as 7,or a9. Tts exact counterparthad , 
nowhere been seen. It makes somo approach to a modern Bengali 7, and. 
alto to the Valabhi 9, but tono other figure of any of the difforent ancient 
Indian systems of numerals known tous. Dr. Mitra took it for 7, ‘Tho 
second figure has been often mot with in ancient records, and has been ac- 
‘cepted by all the later antiquarians and epigraphists to be a symbol for 100, 
Ibis formed of two arched linos joined to each other by their nearest legs by 
a slight curvature, and the off log of the right hand cirele drawn downwards 
in line and terminating ina spur projecting forward, In ancient insorip- 
tions these details are not constant. In Pringep's facsimiles, as given in 
Mr, Thomas’ edition of his essays, tho juncture of the two archos is iudi- 
cated by a point, but in tho Indian Antiquary, Vol. XI, p. 270, the slight 
curvature is clear. ‘The line in front is sometimes stright and some- 
times curved, and tho spur is not constant, Indian Antiquary, VI, p. 48, 
On one occasion Prinsep took the curved figure without » spur for 800, 
It is obvious, however, that the sovoral variants are intended for the same 
primary typo, and tho variations are duo to copyists’ peculiarities. ‘There 
is no valid reason to show that tho figure on tho coppor-plate under 
notice is other than what have boon noticed by Prinsep and others. Dr. 
Buhler takes the arched figuro to bo the anciont Indian as the initial of 
fata, a Inndred, and tho spur at foot tho vowel-mark u. After this 
group of threo figures, occurs tho word vaisdkha, tho name of tho first 
month of the Indian year. ‘The noxt is the syllable dé, the initial of 
divasa n day, and it is followed by two figures, which aro counterparts 
of tho second and the third figures of the first group, and this leaves 
no room for any contonary value being attached to the socond figure 
of the first group. It would be absurd to suppose ‘that the month 
Vaitékha included 108 doys, and the idea must, therefore, be at once 
abandoned. ‘Tho symbol must bo taken as a numeral of a decimal 
system, and to ascertain its value tho indication of the last figure is tho 
only available guide. It is well-known that no Indian month has ever 
been made to comprehend more than 82 days, and, the last figure being 
‘an unavoidable and unquestionable 8, tho preceding ono must be 1 or 2, 
having the valuo, by its deoimal position, of 10 or 20, i. ,, the date was 
ccithor the 18th or the 28rd of the month named. To take it as a 8, as: 
‘Prinsep once imagined, would be to make the month extend to 88 days, 
and to make two dissimilar figures do duty for tho samo value, -In 
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some ancient inscriptions the figure is shown with one or two spurs in 
front, and the words preceding them show that, so altered, the syzibol 
stood for 200 or 300. As it occurs without a spur in the “record under 
notice, it must be one, and the date must be read Samvat 713, Vaisé~ 
Kha 18. ‘The year given would make the record correspond with the 
Obristinn year 771, and this would not be inconsistent with the style 
of the letters. ‘The proposed value of the figure, howover, if accepted 
to be correct, and it is difficult to get out of the inforence, would neces- 
sitato ab least a thorough re-examination and a possible recasting of 
much of what has beon alroady written by antiquarians on tho subject, 
particularly with reforence to the origin of Indian numerals, This was, 
however, » large and very comprehensive question, and Dr. Mitra did 
“ not think it expedient to notice it in the course of casual remarks on a 
single record.

Dr. Hoxawie remarked that he had not seon the coppor-plate, bat, 
to judge from the figures as drawn on tho black-hoard, there appeared 


e 25006 : 
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to be not inconsiderable difference between the shapes of thie two 
symbols in question, But what seemed to him of more importance was, 
that, even if there should be a close resemblance between them, no such 
conclusion as that suggested by the President could be drawn from it, 
because the figures on the plate, as explained by Dr. Mitra, evidently 
belonged to the docimal system of notation, whereas the symbol which 
hitherto has been accepted by all archwologiste as signifying 100, 
belonged to an entirely different systom. Moreover the latter had been 
principally observed in use in Western India, while the present plate 
‘was from the extreme East, and it did not follow that an apparently 
similar numeral figure used in both places necessarily possossed the same 
signification, He did not, therefore, think the evidence now put before 
‘thom was suiicfent to discredit tho theory at presont generally acoopteds 

‘Dr, Mrrna replied that he did not thon mean to contest Prinsop’s and” 
Dr. Biihler’s roading of the symbol, but he brought to notice the fact 
that their reading was inadmissible in the prosent caso, and if tho 
present reading be right, considerable changes will havo to be made in 
all former readings, 








‘Tho How. J. Gunns, 0. §. 1. exhibited a 100 gold-mohur pieco of tho 
Bmperor Aurengzib, which had boon sent for that purpose by H. H. 
‘Maharajah Scindia (seo Plate III), and said 

I have tho pleasure of exhibiting to the Socicty a 100 gold-mohur 
pioco of the Emperor Aurangsib which I am enabled to do through 
‘tho kindnoss of H. H. the Maharajah Scindiah, to whom it belongs. 

It is the piece I mentionod in my note in the Proceedings of this 
Society for July 1889, and of which I subsequently gave a plaster cast 
‘taken from a paper improssion, 

‘The coin was in the possession of a well-known banker at Bonares 
who presented it to its present owner. I have beon for some years 
trying to trace it, and only about six wooks ago hoard accidentally from 
‘a native friend who was calling on me, what had become of Tat . 
‘once wrote to Col. Bannerman, the Political Resident at the Maharajah’s 
Court, ond he kindly procured it from the Durbar to enable the Sooioty 
to have the opportunity of seeing 0 curious a picce, and I think we * 
should not fail to cominunicate our thanks to H. H. the Maharajah 
Scindiah for the treat he has afforded us. 

‘The coin is 4inches in diameter and } in. in thickness, and its weight 
is 35 oz. 4 dwts. The inscription is as follows :

Square centre. Nér-ad-din Abul Zafar Muhammad Aurangaib 
Alamgir Bahédur Badehih Ghizi, 1088, A.B. 
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Margin. He from the hand of whoso genorosity the clouds reosive 
water.

The face of gold becomes resplen- 
dent like the faces of the moon and sun, from the

Margin. ‘The emperor Aurangzth, conqueror of the world as pow- 
‘erful as Heaven, as wise as fate. The face of gold 
from the light of his coin became resplendent like tho 
shining sun. 


The Pamoxoorca, Sxorutary exhibited ton ooins forwarded by Mr. 
Rivett-Carnac, and read tho following extract from his letter accom- 
panying the coins : 

“T send for tho inspection of tho Society some coins obtained from 
tho Panjéb which appear to mo to be of rare, if not unknown, type 
‘Ten coins (among them) are thick and lumpy. ‘Tho motal would soom 
to be a mixture of copper and silver. On ono sido representations of 
a figure—very rough—on tho other a Bull or Elephant. ‘Traces of lottors 
aro to be fownd on both sides.” 

Dr, Hornwin romarked that he did not recognize the coins, nor had 
hho boon ablo to mako anything of tho so-called lotters on thom, But 
what had strack him was a curious rosomblance between theso coina 
and the square pisco of silver which had boon sent some time ago by 
Ool. Clerk and exhibited at a previous mooting of the Society (soo Proo. 
for August 1884, page 128). That Thad met with genoral suspi- 
tion as to its boing a genuine coin; and it was probable that the pioces 
‘of metal now before thom wore of tho samo charactor. In connection 
with this mubjeot, Dr. Hoornlo added, ho might montion to the moeting, 
that he had soon « lettor from Col. Clork, dated 9th February last, in 
which he commnnicatod to the Socioty, that the lottors on tho oblong 
piece of silver, which hnd beon recognized by Mr. Beamos and Col. 
Prideaux to be some form of Semitic (seo Proc. for January 1885 
pp. 2and 8) wore declared by Mr. Thompson of the British Musoum 
to be Sclavonic, Ho read thom as follows, commencing at tho further 
‘ond from the ram's head : ¢h, n, the sign sofr, b, Kh. 

‘The Hox, Mn, Ginpe remarked about the coins now exhibited that ho 
suspected they were spurious, and had been manufactured by persons 
at Raval Pindi, who, as he had mentioned on a former occasion, made 
‘ts business to manufacture spurious relics aud antiqnitios.

‘Tho Narunat History Sronwranr (Mr. Woon-Masox) exhibited gpos 
cimens of two species of Nephropsis, a blind genus of Macrurous Crustacea 
olonging to the family omaridac, and mado tho following romarks :— 
‘The membors of the Sooiety will be glad to hear that the Govern- 
mont has commenced to falfil ite promise, made to this Socioty many years 
ago, to carry out a systematic exploration of the dopths of the Indian 
Seas in connexion with a contemplated survey of tho Coasts, and that 
uring tho past soason somo deep-sea dredging bas boon done on board 
HH, Mis Indian Marino Survey Steamer ‘Investigator’ During the 
‘earlior part of tho soason, dredging was carried out at two stations 
on opposite sides of the Bay of Bengal—of Kyonk Phyoo in 272 
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fathoms, and off False Point in 202 fathoms, and from those moderato 
depths interesting collections of objects, consisting chiefly of Fishes 
and Crustaceans, were brought up in the trawl. 'Theso collections were 
made over to me in March last by Dr. Giles, the Naturalist to the Survey, 
for dotermination and description. ‘They include several characteristic 
gonera of deep sea animals, e. g., Macrurus, amongat Fishes, and Ne- 
phropsis, Rhacocaris, Orophorhynckus, Munidopsia, etc., amongst Cru: 
‘taconns, and several novelties, notably threo remarkable fishes belong- 
ing to the Hels. Lator in the season, after the vessel hnd beon refitted 
at Calontta, “the Swatch of no ground” was explored, and, from depths 
ranging from 285 to 409 fathoms, most interesting collections of animals 
‘wore brought up consisting of similar typos of Fishes and Crustaccans 
with the addition of a few Mollusks, amongst which may bo mentioned 
a very large Nuowla marked with close-set V-shaped ridges as in tho 
Tapanese Nucula mirabilis, and more novelties, The physical charactors 
of the sea-bod, which is described by Dr. Giles as a groon ooze with dead 
pteropod shells abundantly dissominated through it, the tomperature of 
tho water nt tho groatost depth reached hy the dredge, which is stated 
to havo beon 47° Fahr:, and the occurrence of a charneteristio deop sew 
fauna, in tho depths of the Swatch prove that this depression of the Kea 
bed, which is chiofly remarkable on account of its close proximity to the 
shoals at the mouths of the Ganges and Brahmaputra, is, as was long ago 
nuggosted by Six Charlos Lyoll, a part of tho original basin of the Bay of 
Bongal. 

Tait specimens of tho Nephropsis obtained at the threo stations 
above-mentioned ; from Station No. 1, Lat. 20° 17’ 30" N., Long. 88° 50’ H., 
off Falso Point, a lange sorios of both soxes was obtainod in 202 fathoms 
with bottom tomp. of 52° B. ; from Station No. 2 in Lat. 19° 85°N., Long. 
92° 24'., off Kyouk Phyo, on tho opposite side of the Bay, a single ono 
was fished up from 272 fathoms with a bottom temperature of 50° Fahr. ; 
and from Station No. 3, in the Swatch, in Lat. 20° 49! N., Long. 89° 8 1, 
‘one male from 409 fathoms with a tomporaturo of 47° Fuhr. 

‘All tho specimens from Stations Land 2 are of the samo speci 
they differ in colour (which is old ivory-white with orango red mark- 
ings), in the consistence of the integument of the branchiostegal por- 
tious of the carapace in tho female (which aro soft and papery), 
in the form and proportions of the rostrum (which is shorter and 
Janceolate at the extremity), and in other respects from the one 
obtained at Station No. 3, which is without doubt the male of the 
species (IN. Stewarti) dredged by mo at about tho same depth in tho 
Andaman Sea in 1872, agreeing therewith in tho firmly chitinized 
integument of the carapace in both sexes, in the form of the cervical 
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suture, of the median thoracio portion of the cophalothorax, and of the 
rostram, which gradually tapers to a longer point, and in colour, which 
is throughout a brilliant scarlet-lake. I propose to call the new specios 
clothed in a white uniform with red facings, N. carpenteri, after the 
commander of the vessel.

treo from cloud ove beon made uso of. ‘Tho reductions have been 
effoctod by means of Ponillet’s formula. 4

‘Thoso results strongly support the conclusion dorived from the Allahabad 
observations that the solar radiation is most intonse when there are 
fewest spote on tho sun’s surface, the Inst sunspot minimum having 
courted in 1878 and the maximum probably in 1881 or 1882. 

‘The author then proceeds to show that though there is a rathor 
strong presumption in favour of the variation in tho sun's heat indicated 
by the figures above given, the range indicated is doubtless much too 
groat. ‘The thermometer having a globular bulb receives mdiation from 
‘all sides; and. therefore in dry weather, when the ground undér it is 

* bare and the air over it dusty, it receives much more reflected heat than

K. M. Banerjea, who 
had béon a momber of the Society from tho yoar 1860 to his withdrawal 
infApril last, and read the following account of Dr. Banorjea’s life and 
labours. 








82 Account of the late Rev. Dr. Banerjea. [Joxs, 


The Covver: have to announce their deep regrot at tho loss the 
Society has sustained by the death, since the last meeting, of the Rev. 
‘Dr. Krishna Mohun Banerjea. 

Dr. Banerjea was born in 1613 and received his edueation in the 
‘Haare School and Hindu College. At the latter place he came under the 
influence of one of the masters, Henry Derozto, the poet, who discussed 
all kinds of subjects with his pupils and directed their minds towards 
‘the improvement and regeneration of their countrymen, though at the 
‘samo time destroying their religious beliefs. Derozio's teaching produced 
‘8 great convulsion in Hindu sooiety. Krishna Mohun who was one of the 
leaders among the pupils was expelled from his home. He became a 
‘teacher in the Hare School, and started a weekly newspaper called the « 

rer,” in which he attacked Hinduism and tho orthodox party. About 
this time Dr. Duff, who sew the unsettled stato of mind of the educated 
young men of Bengal with regard to religion, delivered a course of leo 
‘vures on Christianity, in consoquence of which Krishua Mohun accepted 
‘tho Obristian faith in 1882, Ho then studied Theology in Bishop's Col- 
loge, and was at length ordained priest of the Church of England, 
‘About 1840 he became tho Minister of the Church ab Cornwallis Square ; 
‘whonco he was afterwards transferred to Bishop's Colloge as a professor, 
Ho remained thero 15 years, and then retired on pension, Tt was duxing 
‘thowo two periods that ho carried on most of his literary Jabours. He was 
for many yours Examiner of Fort William College, and in the Caloutta 
University ; ho was also n prominent member of the Caloutta Muni 
ality, In 1876 the University of Caloutta conferred on him the degree 
of Doctor in Lav, and in tho beginning of this year he was created a 
Companion of the Order of th Indian Umpire. He died on 11th May, 
1685, and is busied at Bishop's College, the present Sibpur College, 

Te is in his chamotor of oriental Knguist that Dr. Banerjee is 
specially intorosting to the Society. Ho was elected a member in 1860, 
and served for many years on the Philological Committee, He edited for 
‘the Society in tho Bibliotheca Indica tho Markandeya Purana in 1802,” 
and the Narada Panchavétra in 1863; and he also translated into Bnglish 
‘he Brahma Sutras with Sankarn's Commentary in 1870, and the Malini 
naslava a hymn to Siva, Ho contributed besides two papers, one on 
the Translation of Technical Terms in 1866, and the other on Human 
Sacrifices in 1876, 

‘The numerous employments of a busy career did not allow him to 
Aevote much time to philological studies, but his acquaintance with 
Sanskrit and the languages derived therefroch was both accurate and 
profound, and his contributions to the Society's journal and publications 
‘poligess a permanent value, 
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‘Tho Prestwenr expressed his own regret at tho death of Dr. Banerjoa, 
and the sorrow the Hindu community had felt nt the loss of ono of their 
leading mombers who was distinguished for his literary attainments and 
public services.

Natural History Notes from H. M.'s Indian Marine Survey Steamor 
Investigator, Commander Avraxp Canrexren, B. N., Commanding.— 
No. 8, On the Prothallus of Padiva pavonia,—By G. M. Gruxs, M. B., 
B.R, 0. 8, Naturalist to the Indian Marine Survey. (Postponed from 
provious meeting.) 

Abstract.) 

‘Tho author in this papor describes cortain oval deep-groon bodies 
about 5 mm, in diameter, which ho had found growing on tho fronds of 
‘common sea-weed, and scattered in clustors in immonso numbors 
on tho surrounding rocks; and arrives at the conclusion that thoy 
represent the prothallus or sexual stago of tho plant—the stage usually mot 
with boing asoxual and answoring to a fully formed fern, Only ono kind 
of spore is produced by the asoxual plant, alternating with tufts of jointed 
‘hairs which the author regards as paranemata in opposition to Agardh, 
who appears to have mistaken these struotures for autheridia. In many 
instances very young fronds of Padina wore observed sprouting from tho 
circumferonce of tho prothalloid bodies, which in thoso casos had 
already begun to shrivel and decay. ‘The minute structure of tho pro- 
thalloid bodies is described in detail. The tissue containing abundant 
chlorophyll which gives to tho bodies their beautiful groon colour, ix 
encased ina coating of white transparent cellular substance thickar 
and more opaque on the lower than on the uppor surface, whore it 
pormits the subjacent groon tissue with ite marbling of darker groon 
Yo bo soon through it ‘This outer or peripheral tissue is composod 
of a network of stellate cells with anastomosing tails, resembling the 
adenoid tissue of animal histology, and enclosing in the meshes of its 
lower part a number of opaque spherical bodies, which appear to 
consist of one or more layers of minute colourless rods radiating from 
‘8 common contro, so that thoir entire periphery is bosot with minuto 
Blunt spines. It encloses a number of tubular bodies, which are 
supported by bands springing therefrom, the interstices being filled 
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with spherical nutritive cells containing much clorophyll. | The tubes 


are scattered in masses through the nutritive central substance, and in 
‘each mass two kinds of tubular bodies aro to bo distinguished differing 
markedly in size and in the nature of their contents, Of the two kinds 

of tubular masses of cells, the smaller contains in its lower part masses, 

of cells, each consisting of an oval mother cell enclosing three daughter 
cells, the contents of which break up into a number of small sphorales of 

a brilliant carmine colour, which im their tun break up into minute 
sous of the samo bright colour: these tho author considers to be 
antherozooids, the tubes producing them being antheridia. ‘The tubes 

of the other kind are larger and are usually found close to the smaller 
Kind, being commoiily enclosed in tho samo sheath of small-celled 
tissue. ‘Their ining is usually much thicker than that of the emaller 

or antheridial tubes, being ordinarily composed of two layers of larger” 
colls, ‘Tho greater part of their length is asa rule filled with mother 
‘and daughter cells, differing from those of the antheridia in containing no” 
coloured sphorulos or rods and in their moro granular contents, ‘Their 
mode of production is described : a lining cell grows out into tho lumen 

of tho tube producing a string of cells which curls round on itself for 
‘tum ond a half; end the oldest cell in the middle of the spiral divid 
into daughter cells, These larger tubes aro considered to be archegonia, 
Fertilisation, tho wuthor surmi fected by tho breaking down of 
‘tho ripe antheridial and archegonial tubes and the consequent mingling 
of thoir contents, 

‘Mr. Woon-Masow regretted that tho author of this interesting paper 
had not had an opportunity of thoroughly tracing tho developmen 
of tho tubos which ho considered to bo of the nature of archegonia, 
‘and exprossod the opinion that tho hedgehog cells were degenerated 
chlorphyll-containing spherical colls, rather an ulterior stage in tho 
Aovolopment of the spore-like contents of the larger tubes, and that the 
layers of transparent rods giving to the bodies in question their sping 
appourance were probably crystals of carbonato of limo.

‘wns ballotted for and elected an Ordinary Mombor of the Society.

‘Tho Prestosxt exhibited somo Sanskrit manuscripts treating of 
ancient Hindu Voterinary art, 

‘Dae Mirna said—tho five MSS. which ho laid on the table roferred 
to Votorinary art, a subject which had not yet been noticed by any 
Buropean orientalist. ‘This was due to the oxtrome scarcity of Sanskrit 
works on tho subject, and to the noglect with which it had been treated 
by the moder Pangits of th country. Nor was that a matter of 
wonder. The Inter Pandits who wrote Sanskrit works were mostly 
hermits, yoarning for a hereaftor, having little care for the affairs of this 
world, or priests engaged in ritual duties. To them the characteristics 
and diseases of horses offered no attraction; so they never studiod 
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or wrote any work about them, nor cared to preserve them. Such 
was, however, not the caso in ancient times when Bréhmans and 
scholars were kings and ministers, and the horse was looked upon as a 
vitally important element of a kingdom. Thon, as a literary nation, 
the Hindus wrote works on that subject, as on all other subjects which 
engaged their attention, When the first attempt was made systemati- 
cally to study tho veterinary art,.it was not casy to determine, but 
‘thore was every ronson to suppose that it dated from a very remoto 
period of antiquity, when modicino for human ailments first attracted 
‘attention, . According to Grock tradition the oldest surgeon was Cheiron, 
son of Kronos by the ocean nymph Philyra, whom Kronos metamor- 
phosed into a mare to prevent his wife Rhea iltreating her. Born 
from tho womb of a mare, Choiron was a Centaur, According to some he 
‘was a Thessalian princo of the 18th century B. O., and foster-father off Ma 
Aisculapius to whom ho taught bis art. According to the Vedas the 

‘surgeons of tho gods wore the twin brothers Asvinilcuméra, who wore 

bom of amare. Bearing in mind tho closo relationship which Greek 

mythology bears to Vedio traditions, it may safely bo inferred that 

there was an Axyan story ourront in Contral Asia before the Aryans 

separated into Grooks and Hindus, and that the stories of th Advins 

and of Cheiron wore different vorsions of that original, This carried 

Duck tho date of tho origin of votorinary art to a period of which 

Tittle was now known; but it sufficed to establish tho extrume antiquity 

of tho art among tho Indians, ‘The Aévins were described to have 

taught tho art of medicine to Atri and other sages, from whom it has 

Aesoonded to us. ‘Tho sogos and thoir immediate followers do not 
oom to havo paid much attontion to votorinary art, and thore is no 

tradition to show how tho art taught by the Advins was preserved. 
It would soom that aftor a timo the art was split into two parts, ono 
dovotod to cattle, and the othor to horsos. Of tho formar the most, 
anoiont and renowned professor was ono Pélnkipya, who is froquontly 
noticed in tho Purdyas and olsowhero. ‘Tho only work attributed to 
him that Dr. Mitr hnd soon vas a treatiso on tho training and treat 
ment of elephants; but from the style of the work ho suspected it was 
of » much lator date, In somo modern MSS. tho word is written 
Pilakévya, but that is obviously incorrect. For the second branch, 
tho earliest professor and author named was Sélihotra. Some say bo 
was a native of Salitura, a town in tho neighbourhood of Kandahar, 
anciont Géndhéra. Tho great grammarian Pénini was a native of this 
town, and hence his surname Séléturfya. Some go the length of saying 
that Sélihotra and Pénini were names of the same person ; others identify 
Sélihotra with Dhanvantari; but Dr. Mitra could find no reason to 
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justify these conjectures. Anyhow, Siélihotra gave his namo to the horse, 
to veterinary -medicine, and to the horse-doctor. ‘The most popular 
name for tho horse-doctor all over Hindustén proper is saluter, and 
his art is called Saluteri, No authentic work of Sélihotra has 
come down to tho prosont day; but tho Agni Pardna quotes several 
chapters, which it attributes to him, and Sir Honry Elliot notices 
Persian work, named Kurrat ul Mull, which he found in the Royal 
Library at Lucknow, and which professed to bo @ translation from an 
original named Salutér, which, it said, was the namo of an Indian, a 
Brdhman and tho tutor of Susrata, ‘The proface of that work, with 
charactoristio ill-fooling, suys that the translation was made in A. HI. 783 
(A.D. 1881) “from the barbarous Hindi into the refined Persian in 
order that thre may be no more nood of a refereneo to tho infidels.” 
It was a small work, divided into eleven chaptors and thirty scctions. 
Sir Honry rofors to another Persian work which was translated from a 
Sanskrit MS. which ono Séiyid Abdullé had plundorod from tho 
Library of Amar Sifih, of Ohitor, during the roign of Jahingir. ‘Tho 
Sanskrit namo of tho work is said to havo beon Salutdri, Noithor of 
theso referred to an Arabio translation which was published at Bagdad 
under the name of Kitab wl Baitarat. ‘Tho only Hindi work Dr. Mitra 
hhas found bears the namo of Silihotra, and a MS. of it was laid on tho 
tablo. Judging from its sizo and charactor, Dr. Mitra was undor tho 
impression that that was tho work from which tho Persian version of 
the lth century had boon made; but as ho had not seen the Persian 
‘version, he could not speak with any certainty, ‘Tho name of the Hindi 
translator was Chetana, 

Soon after Sélihotra come the twin Péndava brothors, Nakula and 
Sahadova, who woro reputed to bo the natural born twins of the Asvins, 
and devotedly attached to the profession of their paronts, ‘Tho Mnhabhi- 
rata does not refor to ny work writton by them, but Dr. Mitra laid on tho 
tablo a MS. which professes in its colophon to be the work of Nakula, tho 
eldor of the two brothers. ‘Tho colophon gives two names to the work. 
Silihotra and Aécachikitsita : tho words of the oolophon avo Nakulakrite 
Silihotre Aévachikiteite, Tts languago is archaic and onigmatical, and 
it is limited to 18 short chapters. Tt opens with an anocdoto of 
Salihotra who is appealed to, to describe the qualities of horses fit for 
‘the use of Indra. Old as the work doubtless is, thoro is no positive 
proof to show that its author was really a Péndava. ‘There is nothing 
in tho toxt to prevent the assumption that tho author was of a much 
ator dato and of less dignified pedigree. On a cursory examination 
Dr. Mitra fonnd the Hindi work to bo a very loose rendering of this 
toxt, 
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Dr. Mitra next noticed a work entitled Véjitistra or “Horse 
soience.” ‘The codex is very corrupt and full’of Incunm, and it was 
tho only one that had been seen by him. Tt had been obtained from a 
correspondent at Kathmandu, who copied it hastily, not being able to 
purchase the original. ‘The author of it calls himself Dipafikara “whose 
mind was unswervingly devoted to the fect of the great Buddha Dipafe 
Kara.” His father’s namo was Ménékara, “who was like Buddha 
‘himself, the son of Suddhodana.” His grandfather was Trinidhanakara, 
who was a great physician and resident of Kétéra (P or Tétéra). As 
the codex is vory: corrupt, Dr. Mitre bad not beon able to make much 
uso of it. 

Tho noxt work on the table was called Afva-vaidyaka or “ treatment 
for horses.” Tt had boen sent to Dr. Mitra by a correspondent in Nepal, 
Dub it had boon copied with more care, and was in a better stale iin 
of preservation, Its author's name was Jayndatta, son of Vijayndatta. 

Tt isa comparatively modern work, and professes to be only an opi- 
tomo; but it extends to 68 chaptors. It treats at somo longth on 
all the topies which como under its purview, and the information con- 
tained in it would bo very useful and interesting to a large number of 
readers. If a second codex could be got, Dr. Mitra would have strongly 
recommended it for publication in tho Bibliotheca Indica, It opens 
with the anatomy of the horse, giving names for all the parts of tho 
ody, and points out what are reckoned as defects of those parts, 
Tn connexion with this subject there are two chapters which treat of 
‘tho various whirls of hair on tho head, faco, neck, chest, and the legs 
which aro supposed not only to presago tho fate of the animal, but also 
the good or evil luck which the animal is sure to bring to its owner. 
‘This curious folklore provails all oyor India, both among the Hindus and 
tho Mubammadans, and thero aro sovoral Porsian works in which it is 
troated at length. Dr. Mitra was not aware of the existence of any such 
folklore in Europe ; but closely allied to it was the belief about the colour 
of the feet of horses. Most people were doubtless aware of the saying : 

* Ono white foot—bay a horso 5 

‘Two whito foot—try a horvos 

‘Thrvo whito feot—Iook well about im 5 

Four white foot—do without him.” 

In India tho folk-lore on the subject is just the reverse, Knowing 
people will have nothing to do with a horse that has only one or two 
foot white, but they prize highly horse stockinged on four foct and 
having a blaze on the forehead. It is called Panchakalyéna or “five 
fold: auspicious.” Tdeas of good and evil luck are also associated with 
‘tho neighing, weoping and refusal of food by horses, and the work under 
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notice treats of them in some detail. Dr. Mitra found in it no mention 
‘of the horse-shoe, though the Rig Veda refers to it in one of its verses. 
‘The belief in the value of the horse-shoe as a means of securing good 
fortune, so prevalent in England, is unknown in India, except among 
 fow farriors in Caloutta and Bombay who have, doubtless, got it from 
thoir English teachors. ‘Tho work next treats of the size, motion, colour, 
span of life, stages of life, and aces of horses. In troating of ago the work 
points ont the valuo of tho cavities, colour and the grooves on the incisors 
‘ag sure indications, warning the render at tho samo time about the wicked 
practice of bishopping. Tho fooding, stabling, and breeding of horses 
noxt follow, and tho rest of the work is devoted to the treatment of 
the diseases to which horse-flesh is subject. Bloeding, blistering, actual 
cautery, poulticing and fomentations are largely recommended, and the 
Uist of ‘materia medica given is protty large. Among the diseases 
montioned, both glandors and farey find » place, ‘The formor is 
called ghrini, and the Inttor utkarna, ‘These names do not occur in any 
Sanskrit dictionary; but tho descriptions given leave no room for doubt 








in tho matter. ‘Tho ghripi is doscribed to be a disoaso characterised” 


by tho flow of offensive purulont matter from the nostrils, and always 
to terminate fatally. ‘Tho utkarra is known by a harsh, rough pilage, 
attondod with largo glandular swellings on the neck, chest and tho logs, 
followed by the loss of power of action in the ears, tail, and tho skin of 
the body; tho swellings run to suppuration and bring on death, 

‘Dr. Mitra added that he had an intention of preparing an analysis 
of tho work in tho form of » paper, and hoped to havo an early oppor= 
tunity of submitting it for tho Society's Journal. 


‘Tho Purtoroarcan Sxouerany Inid on tho table “A Comparative 
Dictionary of the Bihért Janguage,” Part I, by Messrs. Grierson and 
‘Hoomle, prosonted by the authors. 

‘Mr. Braates remarked— 

‘This is tho first instalmont of a most valuable and important work 
prosented to the Society by tho joint authors, both of whom aro well- 
Known not only as philologists of tho first rank, but as having devoted 
special study to tho languages of Bihér. Dr. Hoernlo in his Comparative 
Grammar of the Gangian languages was the first to point ont tho 
marked differonces between tho speech of Bihér and the ordinary Hindi, 
‘and Mr. Grierson in a series of grammars has minutely and carofully 
‘worked ont all the peouliaritios of tho dialects of that province. In his 
grammars the last: named scholar gives only threo leading dialects tho 
Bhojptxi, Maithili, and Magah{; but in tho dictionary a fourth dialect 
is included, the Baiswéri, spoken in eastern Oudh and as far south as 
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Jnbalpar, This dialect can hardly bo called Bihéxi, as it is spoken in a 
tract of country lying outside of the political boundary of the province 
of Bihér, nor is it pure Bibért being largely mixed with Western Hind{, 
‘Tho inclusion of this closely allied dialect has, however, the advantage 
of enabling the authors to explain and illustrate the Réméyan of Tulsi 
‘Dés, by far tho most popular modern work in all Northern India which 
is written in Baiswéri, 

Although the present instalment only carries us as far as the first 
quarter of the first letter of the alphabet, yot there is sufficient’ material 
to enable a judgmont to be formed as to tho plan and exeeution of the 
work, and there is an extremely Inoid and valuable introduotion in which 
tho authors explain their system of transliteration, their method of 
oaling with tho short and obscure vowels which form so marked 
feature in Bihdri, as in fact in all unwritten peasant dialects, also theig 
treatment of cortain declonsional and conjugational poouliasities. ‘They 
furthor explain at somo length the origin of thoso dialects from the + 
‘Magndhs Prélerit, the division of words into classos according to thoir 
Aorivation, and many other interosting points relating to tho scanty 
Literature of Bihérf, 

In tho dictionary itself wo find a method of treatment fur more 
‘oourate and scientific than has yot boon applied to any Indian language. 
Boch word, even onch dialectic form of « word has a separate article 
Aevoted to it, in which its various signifloations aro given in their trae 
Linguistic order of succossion, and illustrated by amplo quotations from 
literature or colloquial phrases, and finally tho derivation is carefully 
traced from tho Sanskrit down through tho various phrasos of Prélcri, 
with tho corresponding forms of tho word in the othor Aryan languages 
of India. Nothing so thorough and comploto as this has vor boon 
‘attomptod before for any Indian language. Tho thanks of tho Socioty 
‘are duo to tho authors for this extromely valuable work, and it is to bo 
hoped that they may be enabled to bring it to a satisfactory conclusion, 














‘Tho Putorocrest Seonetany read the following note on an old 
Hind coin by tho Rev. Charles Swynnorton, and a letter from General 
Cunningham on the same subject :

by the villago gossips in ridicule of the gross stupidity of tho hill-men 
of Banér. ‘This fable or rather anecdote appears as Story XV in my 
Intely published volume entitled “Tho Adventures of Réja Rasélu and 
other Folk-tales of the Upper Panjab,” and in order to show tho 
singularly close resemblance between the two stories I cannot do better 
‘than quote them in parallel columns, the one in English and the other 
in Italian.

Poggio, for his day, was a great traveller, having visited most of the 
courts of Europe including that of England, so it is difficult to say 
whether he picked up the story in Italy or elsewhere. In Europe, how: 
ever, it certainly existed as « household talo in the fifteenth century, and 
ere in the nineteenth it re-oppenrs on the Upper Indus. It is not often 
‘that in folk-tales a collector discovers a resemblance so exactly marked, 
though I possess several, hitherto tinpublished, almost as striking in 
‘their apparent identity ; and the conclusion which seems forced upon the 
mind from a comparison of these various stovies is not so much that 
thoy owe thoir similnxity to an accidental coincidence in, thought or 
spiration among peoples living far apart, like thoso undesigned coin- 
cidencos which aro also to be obsorved in the works of great writors and 
‘even composers, but rather that they can trace their original source to 
somo common tribe or family of men, whether in Central Asia or else- 
whore, whose descendant, extending themselves east and west over the 
world, carried their household words with them, ‘To those who have 
made ® special study of this fascinating branch of learning, this is the 
theory which appears to commend itself, so that what is historically trae 
© in gonoral, is likewise true of those simplo tales in which 
‘are preserved the primitive deposits of the human imagination,

Lyreidus Ohanneri, a retnarkable new blind Brachyarous Crustacean from 
the dopths of the Bay of Bengal and said— 

Four species of true Brachyura were dredged up from depths 
exceoding 100 fathoms during tho past season by H. M.'s Indian Marine” 
Survey Steamer ‘Investigator’ They belong to tho gonora Amathia, 
EBthusa, Bncephaloides (new genus allied to Collodee, Stimpson), and 
Lyroidus, of which tho last named is especially interesting on account 
of the rudimentary condition of the eyes.

Grammar, 

“T have recently obtained « complet copy of the Kalépa grammar 
called by tho Burmoso ‘ Kalp Kyan’ and I find it to bo an exact coun 
terpart of the Sanskrit Kitantra, together with the alternative readings, 
‘as oditod by Bggeling in the Bibliotheca Indica Sories, Iam not aware 
‘hat thia fact has been noticed befor 

‘Tho work is writton in Burmeso Sanskrit charactors upon about 82 
jpalm leaves, eleven lines to lof. The Sondhi, Karaka, and Samtsa 
chapters take five leaves each. Néma nnd Taddhita take eight and six 
respectively. Aichyta oocupies 24 and Kita 28 leaves. ‘The work loses 
with * iti dawrggasihyé brittaw hrittw shashtha pada eamdptab. 

‘The forms for the two Seuskrit sibilants, the palatal and lingual, 
‘which are wanting in the Burmese alphabet are thus given 8 @ = Mm dasa, 


ton; and ww = wy shash, six. You will find these two forms given at 
page 4 of a Burmese grammar printed at Serampore in the early ~part of 
1814, by F. Carey, I think (for my copy of this grammar has no title 
page). ‘The writer, however, has made his Burmese symbol correspond 
to the wrong Sanskrit sibilant. His symbols should chango places. . 
Inrmediately preceding. the 82 pagos forming the toxt of the gram- 
nar, there is a list of all the sitras, filling ton leaves. Immediately 
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following the text there is » Burmese paraphrase of the Sandhi chapter, 
which ocoapies 45 leaves. I am told there is no other paraphrase but 
the one for this chapter. Iam not satistied with my authority for this 
statement: but it may bo 80, since it ends in a very definite way thus :— 
Aggadhammélankéra therena viracitam sandhikldpanisedyan nitthiiam 
and givesa date:—sakkardjasea pana sahassa attha-sattati phussamdsasmim 
ayam sandhikldpanisedyam nitthitam, which in the absonco of anything 
to the contrary, I take to be, in Doo.—Jan, 1078 B. B., eirea A. D. 1716.” 

8. A Noto by Mr. J. G. Delmorick on the 100 gold mohur pieco, 
exhibited by Mr. Gibbs at the March meeting, 

“Tho coin which the Hon'ble J. Gibbs, O. 8. I. exhibited on tho 4th 
‘March last aud which is noticed in the Proceodings of the Asiatic 
Society for that month, was offered for sale to mo in 1874 by the ownor 
a native banker of Bonares. Ho asked Rs, 2200 for it, bat 1 declined to 
givo more than 1600 Rs. or somewhat more than its intrinsio value, bat 
ho refused to accopt my offer. I then wrote to Mr. R. 8. Poole of the 
British Museum and asked him if he would bay it for tho Museum, In 
reply under dato tho 11th Juno 1875 he wrote to mo as follows :— 

“<T am much obliged by your letter in reference to the gold medal 
‘of Aurangzib and I regret that I cannnot avail myself of your kind 
‘aid in the mattor as the 'rusteos novor make any outlay for an object 
which is not submitted to them; T see that a similar medal in silver is 
in tho Cabinet of Gotha; probably it is an impression from the same 
dio. I should say that ite valuo onght not to exceed about £150. I 
refer to the gold one,’” 

Whon the Imporial Assemblage took place at Delhi tho owner came 
thore and presented the coin a8 a poshkash or nazar to the Mahérije 
of Gwalior, belioving no doubt that he would receive some thing more 
valuable in return, but I was informod that he was cruelly disappointed 
for ho only obtained a khillat of trifling value. 

4. A Noto by Mr. Chas. J. Rodyors on Major Ravorty’s objections 
to his papor on  Somo Coins from Candahar.”” 

Ixam much obliged to Col. Prideaux for his kind remark on my 
‘paper, entitled “Some coins from Kandahér.” I have no doubt that 
the correct reading of the coin is T4j ud Din Mahammad bin Harab. 
Col. Prideanx kindly pointed this out in a letter to me, as did also my 
friend L. Whito King, Bsq., O. 8. of Peshawur (now of Ajmoer). But 
Major Raverty in hia paper raises no point at all. He rather confirms 
all I say. The coins of Harab, and T4j ud Din his son, aud Nasar bin 
‘Babrém Shh aro according to his showing of Sistén or Nimroz. Now-a- 
days we say Nimroz or Sistén is in the south west of the country 
marked on our maps as Afgbénistin, ‘The coins of Manga Qéén were 
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struck at Herat and Gazn{ as we see from the inscriptions, and Herat is 
in the north west of what wo call now Afghanisten, I do not think I 
was wrong in saying that these coins were little known. ‘There were 
none, when I wrote my paper, in the British Museum or in any known 
collection, My chief sin seems to have been this, that I bad not read 
‘Major Raverty’s translation of the Tabaqét i Ndsiri. ‘This sin of omission 
‘Tam trying to get rid of, —for, as s00n as my attention was called to the 
existence of the book, Int once purchased a copy. I find it a vast repertory 
of Oriontal learning, tinged however with a certain amount of “ surprise ” 
at tho errors people fall into when studying a subject hitherto little 
Known. Wo stand on the shonlders of our forefathers, and seo further 
‘than they did, We onght therefore to be thankful for further light 
obtained by their labours, and not ridicule their mistakes in a sarcestio 
manner, Here in the Panjéb, working alone and without a library of 
reference and with few hours of leisure, there is no wonder that I mado 
and do make small mistakes. Major Raverty, unlike Col, Prideaux, doos 
not give mo the eredit for discovering the coins and bringing them to 
notice, Col. Prideaux is, howover, a fellow-workor in numismaatios and 
‘ean appreciate the work of others, whereas Major Ravorty disagrees with 
every numismatist, except his own anonymous pet who is wrong in every 
thing he states.

2. On the “Pémir”® from the Russian of Professor Minayaff—By 
‘Mason W. B. Gowan. 
‘Tho Pémir,+ which lies in 86° 85°70" north latitude and 71° 15° 75:36" 


 Minayeft (Professor 1.) Information relating to the countriae along the upper 
course of the Amu-Daria. St Potorsburg, 1879. 

+ Tho etymological signification of this name has not yet boon thoroughly clear- 
ed up; formerly it was held to bo derived from Ura-meru, 4. e,, tho country beneath 
the mythical mountain Mera, which stands, novording to the teaching of anciont 
Indian Cormograpy, in the centro of tho earth and this explanation fs, perhaps, the: 
most likely. (See Lavsen's *Indische Alterthunskunde, 1, page 1019, Note 1,) Rawlin- 
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longitude east of Greenwich, is a high plateau (from 12,000 to 14,000 ft. 
high) intersected in various directions by ranges that rise a little above 
the surrounding valleys. Some of these ranges are partially covered with 
snow, others are snowless. Their height above the valleys varies from 8000 
to 4000 ft. Neither valleys nor hollows have any definite direction and in 
the majority of casos are not wider than 1} to 2 miles. Notwithstand- 
ing the severity of tho climate of the Pamir and the poverty of its flora and 
fauna, nomads frequent its heights. Such visitors come from Késhgaria, 
Kanétegin, Shighném, and other neighbouring states. Bat the severity of 
the climate and the dearth of fodder for the cattle must render a stay in 
such a country very inoxpediont: the summer days are vory hot but 
the nights arecold, whilst the change from the sultriness of the day to 
the chill of night is extremely rapid. Snow falls to a great dopth and lios 
for a long time even on the southern slopes. Winter-snow begins to 
fall early in September and remains till May. ‘Tho winds of the Pémir 
‘are constant, 

‘Tho limite of the Pamfr havo not yet boon defined with exactitude, 
Although the Pémir has of lato been visited by soveral expoditions both 
Russian and English, there yet lis betweon their explorations an 
interval of about 67 miles in width, which up till now has boon visited 
by no European and is only known from inquiry. 

‘Pho Alai and ‘Trans-Alni ranges form the northem boundary of tho 
Pémir, ‘Tho Trans-Alni range runs parallel to the courso of the Kizil-Su 
river, in @ direction east and west slightly inolined to south, ‘Tho 
werage height of tho peaks of this rango is 18,000 ft. but somo of its 
detached summits excoed 20,000 ft, (Kaufmann peak, for instance). 
‘The lowest portion of the Trans-Al where the snowloss Kisil Art 
‘pass is crossed (14,000 ft). West of this pass the Trans-Alai considerably 
inclines to tho south turning towards tho sources of the Muk-Su, of 
which, under the name of the Hoi rango, it forms the loft or southern 
bank, Tho bed of the samo river is closely confined by its crags. Be- 
‘twoon tho Muk-Su and Kizil-Su rivers thoro is a socond-mto range 
(14,000 ft. high), which is detached from the main or ‘Trans-Alai chain, 
and sorves as tho watershed of thoso rivers. ‘This rango is picrood 
through by the Attin-Dara gorge and by the low 'Ters-Agar pass 
(10,800 ft. high). ‘To the south of tho Trans-Alni range lies tho 


son has rocontly put forward a new doxivation, vis, that the name of Pémir, or Fdanir 
‘sit ie always written by tho Arabs, ia derived from the Faui, pew, who, according 
to Strabo, founded tho frst kingdom of Baotria to tho east (Strabo, Lib. XT. 0. 14), 
fand whose namo is algo prosorved in Fén-Tau, the Fén lake. Fémir or Fén-mir 
‘would theo be s compound like Kash-mir, Aj-mir, Jeasol-mér do, signifying the lake 
couniry of the Féni. See Rawlinson’s Monograph on the Oxas, page 489, note. 
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small besin of the Kara-kul lake, 19,000 ft. abovo the level of tho sea, 
and shut in on all sides by snowy ranges. On the south the Pamfr 
bounded by the Hindu-Kush betweon the Nuksin and Bérogil passes, 
and by the Himflayas betweon the latter pass and the Mustég range, 
‘The western confines of the Pémir are still undefined, as this region 
hhas not been explored by Europeans. Reconnaissancos of the Pamir 
undertaken in 1876 showed that on the east it is locked in by a hago 
snowy range, which reaches hoights of at loast 24,000 ft. 

‘Thero are no exact data for the determination of the area of tho 
Pémir. Yulo believes the longth of this plateau from south to north 
to bo 180 miles, and Kortenko gives tho samo approximate figures. 

There are said to be several lakes on the Pamfr: but we have no 
trustworthy information of all, and the existence of some is open to 
doubt. Rogarding lake Kara-Kul or Pém{r Khargoshi the most recent, 
information was collected in 1876. From the mouth of the Kizil-Art 
‘gorge on the Alai to tho Uz-bal pass the distanco is 91 miles, and thenco 
to tho Tazuk pass 80 miles. From tho latter to tho lake of tho Great 
Pém{r (Wood's Sari-Kul) only 67 miles. 

‘Tho latest information regarding the Inko of the Groat Pémir has 
boon suppliod by Forsyth's Bxpedition. It is about 10 milos long and 
8 bond, Its hoight is 14,200 ft. Tes water was found to be porfectly 
‘sweat. ‘Tho valloy in which this Inko lios has width of about 4 miles. 
‘Pho mountains to the north rise to a hoight of 8000 ft. above the lovel of 
tho soa, but those to the south exceed them by at least 2000 ft. ‘The 
samo lake, ‘Trotter assures us, is known locally by two names: tho more 
common being Kul-i Pémir-Kalyan, ¢.e, tho Lake of the Great Pémir, 
and the othor Airan-Knl. ‘Tho namo of Sar-i-kul which Wood applios 
to it is in all probability corrupted; Sar-ickal signifies the head or 
doginning of a inke. Othor particulars aro given by Gordon, another 
member of Forsyth’s Embassy. 

‘The lake on tho Lesser Pémir is called Gaz-kul. Gordon says, “It 
ia about 8 miles long and a Ittle less than a milo broad. Tts height is 
18,000 ft, and tho hills on both sides rise some 2000 ft. higher, those to 
the south being completely covered with deop snow.” 

“The Alichor Pamir runs oast and west, parallel to the Great and 
Little Pimirs. According to Wakbi accounts, it is similar in charactor to 
thom, broad at the eastern and narrow at the westom ond. It is con- 
nected with the Groat Pérair by the Dasht-i-Khargoshi, a dosert which 
‘extends across from about 20 miles below the Great Pémir Inke. 

‘Tho Amu-Daria is formod of two principal rivers, tho northern 
tho Surkhab, and tho southern the Pianja, ‘Tho northern tributary, 
under the name Kiil-Su, takes its riso in 39° 42° north latitude 
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and 43° 18" east longitude approximately. Its bed is about a mile 
Wide, covered with pobbles, and scoured by numerous channels, which 
change from year to year. ‘Tho banks are steep everywhere but 
high only in ‘the lower part of the Alni. Tho current is rapid but 
smooth on account of the gradual fall in the level of the valley. The 
water of the Kizil-Su is turbid and red but is not unwholesome, and it 
becomes clear when allowed to settle. ‘Tho tributaries of the Kizil-Su on 
its right bank are few ahd small. ‘Those on it 
more numerous. ‘The Kizil-Su leaves the Alni as a river of great volume, 
Below Karategin after being joined by the Muk-Su ib receives the name 
of Surkhab, but of its course hore we have no trastworthy information, 
since this mountain country has not yet boon visited by a single European 
traveller. In its lower course the name Surkhab is changed to Wakhsh. 
The river then flows betwoon the steep and rocky ranges of the Mir-Tag 
and Hojankur with furious rapidity. Tn one of the narrowest pants of this 
gorge, where the rocks approach each other to within a distanco of 20 
paces, the famous Pul-i-Swngi (or Stone bridge) has heon erected on the 
Projecting crags. In tho snme placo and along the bank of the river, a 
rond of extraordinary difficulty lends from Faisbad to Baljuan and 
Kaliab, In many parts it baa been hewn in stops out of the rocky and 
stoop sides of the crags above, After passing through a gorge dividing 
‘the Khodja-mast and ‘Tabakti ranges, the river comes out into the Kurgan 
‘Tube valley (tho ancient State of Kholet). Here the Wakhsh divides 
into soveral arms which form marshy and low-lying swamps. 

The southern sourco of the Amu-Daria bears, as wo have said, tho 
name Pianja (tho Oxus). ‘Tho Pianja is made up of two rivers, vis,, the 
southern called the Pianje, and the northern called the Murghab, whioh 
in ite uppor course bears the namo of Ak-Tash or Ak-Su. Tho Ak-Sa 
issues from the lako of tho Lessor Pémir, ‘Tho Intost circumstantial 
information has been communicated by ‘Trotter in the working of the 
Forsyth Expedition. ‘Tho river Pianja is formod by the junotion of the 
two Pémir tributaries of tho Murghab. ‘The course of the Pinnja is 
south-westerly, and. the extont of it, ns far as Wakhan, is 63 miles. Its 
vvalloy varies in width from 1 milo to a few hundred yards only. Beyond 
Barsbar, an abandoned sottloment of considernblo size, there enters the 
Pianjo from the east the Boguz, Sixteen miles below Barshar aro the 
famous ruby mines. The valley near Barshar contracts to about one mile 
in width. ‘The stream is narrow butawift, being not more than 200 foot 
oroes and ite course an almost continuous succession of rapids, Vrom 
Kuguz-Parin the course of the Pianja lies through the Shighnan country, 
which extends for a distance of 60 miles, i.e, as far as the Darband 'Tower 
‘on the frontier of Roshan, In its passage through Shighnan, the Pianja 
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receives two considerable affiuents on its left bank, tho Showa and 
tho Vachow. Along the latter lies « much-frequented road from Shigh- 
nan, over the Shewa Pémir to Faizibad. On its right bank the Pianjo, 
receives one very large river, the Suchén, which is formed by tho 
janotion of two large equal streams, the Shab-Dara and the Ghund. 
‘Tho Suchan enters a fow miles south of Bar-Pianjo, Th valley 
hore opens out to a width of about 4 miles and contains a good deal of 
well cultivated Jand ond pasturage, ‘Two and a half miles beyond 
Darband the Murghab enters the Pianja. ‘Tho valley of the Pianje, 
which at Darband is very narrow, rapidly widens after the Murghab 
thas ontered it until the breadth is about 5 miles. ‘The frequent 
imundations of the Murghab interfere with cultivation, . This rivery 
though generally called the Murghab, is also known by the name of the: 
Darya-i-Bortang, which is tho namo also of the district through which it 
flows. Between Wasnud and Bar-Roshan the Pa-i-Khoja valley enters 
‘that of the Pianjo from the south, ‘Tho ron to Kiln-Khumb, the chief 
town of Darwéz, along the river is very difficult and impassable for 
‘paok-horses, tho valley being very narrow and the banks of the river vory 
precipitous, ‘The most important of tho aftluents of the Pianja is tho 
Kitchi Suelh-ab or Baljoan Darin, which is enlled Kitchi or Little to 
Aistinguish it from tho groator Surkh-ab or Wakbsb. Tt waters tho 
Baljunn valley and takes its riso in the mountains to the north of the 
Boljuan Bogehip whore it is made up of many streams. 

‘Tho Ama-Daria by receiving the wators of the Surkhab or Wakhah 
receives also the following affluents: 1. Kafir-nihon, which is made up 
‘of sovoral mountain streams. ‘Tho rise, however, of thia river is usually 
taken to be the Romont Darin, which issnos from tho snowy maasos of tho 
Hissar chain, In the basin of the Kafir-nihan there are five considerable 
towns: Faizabad, Kafi-nihan, Doshamba, Hissar and Kobadian. 2, ‘The 
‘Surkhan, which is made up of soveral rivalets that flow from tho moun. 
tains surrounding tho wide valley-of the Surkhan river. Within this 
‘valley are situated the towns of Kara-Tag, Regar, Ssar-i-Lui, Ssar-i-Osio, 
Yurtchi, and Denan. ‘Tho population of tho valloy is chiefly confined to 
its northern portion where the abandanco of mountain streams make 
it possible to irrigato tho soil without any vory great expenditure of 
Jabour. 3. ‘Tho Shir-abad-Daria, which at the town of Daxband is 
called the Darband-Daria, It is fordable everywhere and indeed does 
not reach tho Amu-Daris every yoar, becauso its waters are. diverted 
by means of canals over the hamlets of the Shirabad Bogship. Hencd 
its supply is not always sufficient for the steady and yearly irrigation 
of the whole locality. 

The most important tributaries of the Amu-Daria on the south 
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are the Koktcha and the Ak-Sarai, The Koktcha is made up of two 
streams, the Vardoj and the Jirm, which unite at the Shash-pul bridge 
above the Faizabad passage. ‘The Jirm is a river of greater volume than 
the Vardoj. Within the valleys of its upper course aro the provinces of 
Karan, Anjaman, and Parian, which are dependencies of the Jirm pro- 
vince, ‘The Baminn stream is hold to be the main source of the Ake 
Sarai, and this enlarged by many foeders flows into it from the Ak-Rabat 
pass and other neighbouring gorges. At Zokhak, in the north-east ond 
‘of tho Bamian valley, the Bomian stream is joined by another of almost 
‘equal sizo, which descends by the wild Pimuri defile from the Hajigak 
pass, From here the stream turns northward and receives from the 
‘west the waters of tho Saigan and Kamard, Near Dorhi, 85 milos 
north-east of Zokhak in a diveot line, the Inderab enters it, ‘Tho Intter 
river, which collects tho waters of the main rauge of the Hindu Kush, 
parallel to which it flows for more than a dogree’s Jougth, must bear a 
great volume of water to oithor the Ak-Sarai or the Surhab, 

‘Westward of the Ak-Sarai flow the Dohas and Khuhu rivers, but 
they do not reach the Oxas, bocause their waters aro diverted into 
various canals. Both take their rise in tho Hinda Kush and flow 
northward, 

Political divisions, 

In recont times not a single Buropean travoller has visited Balkh, 
Khuhu, and Kunduz, or Kataghan. ‘Tho following information rogard- 
ing these towns has boon farnishod by old travellers. 

Badakshan has a length ot about 200 miles from Wakban on tho 
east to Talikhan on the wost, and its width from Yan-Kila on the north 
to the Hindu Kush on the south is about 180 miles. Its most important 
political dependencies are: in tho contro, 1, Faizabad or Jirin; 2, 
Daraim; 8, Shabri-Buzur; 4, Gumbaz: on tho wost, 8, Farakhar; 
6, Kishm; 7, Rustak: on the east, 8, Roshan; 9, Shighnan; 10, 
Ishkashmi; 11, Wakhan: on the south-oast, 12, Zaibak; 13, Muijan: 
fon the north, 14, Ragh; 15, Danus 16, Asiab, All theso aro depen 
dencies of Badakshan and are raled by kinsmen of tho Mir or by his 
hereditary vassals, ‘They aro obliged to furnish their suzorain with war 
resources in caso of nood, and they pay somo a very small tribute and 
sorie none at all, Within their respective territory their power is vory 
limited, and thoy are also called firs, 
first circlo mentioned that of Faizibad comprises the following 
subdivisions : 1, Faisabad ; 2, Yaftal ; 8, Argu; 4, Showa. ‘The chief town 
of this circle is Faizabad. Yaf'al and Shewa aro fertile and thickly popu- 
lated localities. ‘The inhabitants of the former are Taj 
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amongst this race ono of the ancestors of the present hoir ascended the 
throne of Badakshan. The people of Shewa are Turks of the Yakka- 
‘Mogal tribe, and are very devoted to the ruling dynasty. Yaftal 
is out off from Faizabad by a low chain of mountains, Argu and Shewa 
are both wide plateaus. ‘The former is soparated from the somewhat 
moro depressed plain of Faizabad by a very low pass called Kotal Rashinn, 
165 miles long and 8 wide. ‘The Argu plateau is covered with cultivated. 
and which belongs to tho Court and Government. ‘Tho Showa plateau 
stretches east of Faicabad for a distance of some 20 kor, Its climate is 
1a little colder than that of other parts of Badakshan, and here are found 
more abundant pasture lands. Sari-kul lake, which has a ciroame 
ference of noarly 20 miles, lies on the Shewa platean, 

Tho valloys of tho rivers Koktcha and Kuran as far as Dasht-i- 
Bakharak comprise the famous province of Yamgan or Khamalhan, 
Horoin aro found most of tho Badakshan moines of lapis-lazuli, copper, 
ammoniao, sulphur, and ochre (sagh). Dasht-i-Bakharak is also called 
Dasht-i-arakh and is tho most fortilo plain of Badakshan, 

Ruby mines oxist at Ishkashmi on the Shighnan boundary ; iron 
mines at Arghanjva in tho Faizabad district bont ono day’s journey 
horthewost of Dasht-i-Bokharak; and salt mines at Ak-Bulale noar the 
Lattaband pass in the Farakhar circle, and at Darun in the Karlig or 
Kaullak province, 








raised on tho Rustak plain, and its climate in vory 
onco of its inhabitants is held to bo of a very high 
order and their physiquo very fine, Tho best Arab linguists and courtly 
people como from this countiy. 

‘Moshod, the largest town in the Kishm circle, lies on the right bank 
of the river of the snmo name, Tt contains about 180 houses and an old 
mud fort. Meshed lies on the caravan tond between Kunduz and Paiza- 
‘bad in tho most fertile part of tho valloy which bears that namo. 

‘Tho circlos of Gumbaz and Asiab are situated in the lower por- 
tion of the Meshed valley. Both aro subject to » Mir who is connected 
with tho ruling dynasty of Badakshan, In tho Gumbaz circle are tho 
tombs of those first Muhammadan martyrs who gavo tho namo to the town 
of Moshod where they fell. 

‘The circles of Mnijon, Zaibak, Ishkashmi, Wakhan, Shighnan, and 
Roshan are moro mountainous than are those above described, and 
thoir climate is more severo. ‘Their inhabitants too differ from those 
of tho precoding circles in faith, language, character, customs, and dross, 

‘Tho inhabitants of Badakshan propor aro Tajiks, Turks and Arabs, 
of whom the former are most numerous. They are Sunnis and spoak in 
Persian and Turki, ‘Those of the moro mountainous countries are 
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‘Tojik Shiahs and have distinct local dialects, though in the principal 
places they also speak Persian. ‘The Turks are richer than the Tajik, 
and excel them in bravery, in aptitude for war, and in capacity for 
trade. Of tho eastern provinces of Badaksban recont information hes 
been given by mombors of the Forsyth Embassy. 

‘Wakhon extends from tho highlands of the Pianja and along the 
valley of the same river, from Zan to Ishkashmi. ‘The Great and the 
Little Pamir belong to Wakhan, whilst the Akash river constitutes the 
well-recognised boundary between it and Kashgaria, Both Pamirs 
wore thickly populated by Kirghiz and wore in former yours subject 
to Wakhan, but they are now unocoupied, the constant fouds between 
the Shighnans, the Wakhans, tho Kirghiz of tho Alni, and tho Kanjad 
having rendered the country quite unsafe. Wakhan was formerly 
divided into threo districts of 100 houses each, which were therefore 
called sads or “hundreds :” 1, Sad-i-kila Vost or Sarbadd, extending 
from Langur to Hissar; 2, Sad-i-Pinnjo, from Hissar to Khandut; 8, 
Sad-i-Khandut, from Khandut to Sad Ishtragh. ‘To those threo suds 
was afterwards added a fourth, that of Sad Ishtragh which, it would 
seem, only became a portion of Wakhan in recont times. It lies 
betwoon Khandut and Ishkasbmi, 

Tnhkashmi and the neighbouring circle of Zaibak aro under the same 
rule, ‘Tho present territory of Isbkashmi extends for about 16 smiles to 
tho north of the villago of tho samo name, which now contains about 
forty housos. 

‘Tho Gharan county extonds along both banks of the Oxus for 
ybont 24 miles. It was once rich and populous. ‘Tho ruins of largo 
villages to be soon on both banks of the river testify to tho bed rale 
of former Badakshan potentates. ‘Tho fields adjoining such nbandonod. 
villages are still cultivated by the inhabitants of the neighbouring 
Badakshan circles of Ragh and Sar-Gholam. Both tho ofircles aro dis- 
tant about n day's journey from tho river and lio on the far side of the 
mountain chain which runs parallel with the left bank of the Oxus. In 
Gharan are famous ruby mines, and the country is distinguished for ite 
cattle and fruit. 

Shighnan oxtonds from Kuguz-Parin to the Towor of Darband on 
tho Roshan frontior. It is richer than Wakhan or any of the other 
parts of Badakshan, Villages abound on both banks of the river 
between Kuguz-Parin and the Darband Tower, and all are surrounded 
with gardens and well+illed fields. Bar-Pianja, tho capital of Shigh- 
nan, stands on the left bank of the river. In it and its euburbs there are 
about 1500 houses. Two days’ journey from Bar-Pianja on the river _ 
Shah-Dara is the large fort of Ratch. ‘This is the residence of the 
Governor or Hakim of the Shak-Dara circle. 
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Roshan bogins beyond the Tower of Darband. It is a dependency 
of Shighnan and is ruled by Yusuf Ali Khén, ‘Throo miles below tho 
junction of the Munghab and Piunja and on the right bank of the latter 
iver is Wamar the obief town of Roshan. Ttis ina very flourishing 
‘condition, and the soil around is very fruitful, Roshan is divided into 
threo circles: 1, Wamar, which lies on the right bank and embraces the 
upper portion of the Oxus valley, and contains about 800 houses ; 2 
Po-i-Khoja, which lies on the left bank of the Oxus, below the place 
whore that river takes a bend to the west. It is distant from the 
Ib contains about 1000 houses; and its 
inhabitants aro Khojas or descendants of Saiyads; they pay no toxos 
Dnt aro liable to military service in time of war; 3, Bartang, a provinoo 
‘on ariver of the same name, Five miles beyond Pigish on: tho right 
dank of the Pianja is the frontior village of Bar-Roshan, One day's 
journey beyond this again, and also on tho right bank of the samo 
Fiver, is Vaznud the frontier villago of Daxwaz, Five marches from 
‘Vamnud is Kila-Khumb the chief town of Darwaz ‘The boundary 
petween Shighnan and Darwas is the wator-shed lying at the hoad of 
Tamar valley. 

Boygnd Darvas itis said that the Khotlan country begins, the chict 
town of which is Kuliab, 

Of Karatigen, which lies north of Darwaz, wo bave only hearsay 
Information. It is comprised in the valley of the Surkhab and its 
sources, and is hold to be perfectly indopondent. Once only was ib 
subdued by the Olni-Kirghiz (Black Kirghiz) who nomadize on the 
slopes of the Kokan méuntains, But the raiders wore soon driven out, 
and since then the Karatigens have owned allegiance to none. Gnrm ia 
‘the chief town of Karatigon, ‘Tho villages, most of which. are small, aro 
scattered in separate groups over the Surkhab valley. Each has its own, 
Bog, and boars the namo of that village in which tho Bog resides, 
‘The natural products aro iron and rock salt, and also gold. 

‘To the south of Karatigen arid to the south-west of Darwas lie 
Hissur ond Kuliab. According to the information gained by tho 
Hissar Expedition, Hissar is now divided into 7 Bogships and Kuliab 
into two. ‘The Hissar Bogships are Shirabed, Baisun, Denan, Yurteh- 
misk, Hissar, Kurgan-Tube, and Kobadian. Kuliab comprises thos 
of Baljuan and Kuliab, and also the amliakdars of Daxband, Ssar-i-Tui, 
‘and Faizabad, who are appointed by the Amir himself, ‘The amliakdars 
of the towns and villages are nominated by the Bogs. Hissar and 
Kuliab produce in abundance all tho sorts of grain and garden 
growth tbat are peculiar to Central Asia, Cotton is oultivated in 
large quantities only in the Begship of Shirabad because it is ‘pos: 
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sible to export it thence vid Guzar to Karshi, ‘Tho carriage of such & 
bulky product from other parts of the country along the difficult. moun- 
tain tracks would be attended with too much expense. From Dena 
Hissar and Du-Shamba grain and flax are exported to Bokhara, and from 
the village of Bash-khurd (43 miles from Guzar) the famons Guzar 
rock salt is exported. ‘This salt gots a8 far as ‘Tashkent where it is 
called Samarkand, From the entire country, even from Baljuan, Kulinb, 
‘and Afghénistén, shoep are driven to Bokhara and Karshi. Wood (the 
archa or dendzoid juniper used for building purposes) is taken on mules 
toGuzar and Karshi from tho mountains near Ak-Rabat. One mule 
oad of archa wood is sold in Gueav for about 8¢. For the transport of 
goods from the Hissar country to Karsbi and Bokhéra camels mulos 
and horses are employed. ‘There is not a cart throughout the whole 
Hissar country, indeed the word arta or cart is quite unknown there. 
‘Many paris of tho country aro rich in rock-salt, Mines of it are 
‘situated in tho Mir-Tag mountains (at the mouth of the Waksh gorge} 
‘Hazrat Imam mountain too, near Kuliab, furnishes that town as well as 
Baljuan and even Badakshan with the same product. ‘There aro besides 
numorous salt springs. 

Gold-washing is carried on in tivo places on the river Wakhsh, vic, at 
tho villago of Dart-Kaul and close to Kurgan-Tube. ‘Tho yield at tho 
latter place is tho more abundant. It is carried on by tho natives 
aftor tho fall of the spring floods when the auviferous sand is, #0 to spealc, 
recharged with fresh deposits from the mountains. 


8 The Goography of India in the reign of Akbar. Part II—By 
‘Tour Beaxas, sg, 0. 8. 








(Abstract. 

‘This is tho second of the series of papers in which Mr. Beams 
‘proposes to reconstruct as far as practicable the map of the Moghul ompii 
in tho timo of Akbar. ‘Tho first series dealt with Subah Avadh (Oudh) 
and was published in abstiot in the Procoodings of May 1884, and in full 
in Journal, Part I, No. 2 for the same year. 

‘The prosont sorios tronts of Subah Bihar, in reconstructing the de- 
tails of which, great difficulties had to be encountered owing to tho 
absence of enrlier records, the falsification of the Inter ones by Muha- 
madan Subshdérs, and the Permanent Settlement of Lord Cornwallis, 
each in its way having contributed to efface the former political geogra- 
phy. According to Abul Fazl, Bihar was bounded on the east by Subah 
Bangélah (Bongal), on the west by Subah Tlahabad and Avadb, on the 
north and south by high mountains, evidently the Himalayas and Vin- 
ahyas respectively. .The principal rivers are the Ganges, Son, and 
Gandak, 
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‘Todar Mal’s sottlement of 1582 lasted till 1685 when a fresh settle. 
mont was mado, by which the revenue of the province was raised from 
fifty-five to eighty-five lacs. ‘This settlement was superseded in 1750 
bya fresh settloment, the details of which were carried out under the 
orders of Ali Vardi Khéo, Subahdér of Bengal, by which the revenue 
‘was further raised to ninety-five and a half laos. 

The Suboh of Bihar was divided into 7 Sarkérs, vis., 1, Bihér; 2, 
Mingfr; 8, Champiron ; 4, HéjipGr; 5, Séran ; 6, Tirhut; 7, Rubtés. 
‘Tho reconstruction of tho Subsh, according to Mr. Boames, may be 
summarized ag follows :— 

L. Sarkér Bihar—46 mehals or porgunnas ; area 9,52,598 bighas, 
Revenue 8,019,689 dams nagai, 22,70,147 sayurghals. Castes various : 
2,150 horse ; 67,810 foot, 

This Sarkér occupies the whole of the modern districts of Patna 
and Gayo, the wostern half of the groat plain of Magadha and certain 
tracts now included in tho districts of Hazavibigh and Lohardagn in 
Chutia-Nagpar. It may bo intorosting to students of the scionce of 
Inngungo to note that the area of this Sarkér corosponds pretty acou- 
rately with tho area of the modern Magadhi dialect, as shown in the map 
prefixed to Part II of Mr. Grierson’s Grammars of the Bihari language. 

IL Sarkér Miingir—B1 mehals. Revenue 1,09,626,981} dams. 
Castos vasious ; 2,150 horse ; 50,000 foot, 

In this Sarkér, the first point noticeable is, that not a singlo mehal 
‘contains more than a statement of the reveitue paynble by it, there is no 
information as to area, valing caste or anything elso. ‘This Sarkér rons 
far down south-eastwards into the jungly tracts now in the Santhal Por- 
‘gunnabs, and it is impossible to fix the boundaries in that direction, In 
the north too, tho vast reas of apnrscly poopled swamps and marshes 
make it uncertain how far its boundary could bo held to extend north« 
wards. 

TUL Sarkér Ohampéran—B mehals. Arca, 85,711 bigahs. Re 
vonuo 8,518,420 dams ; 700 horse, 80,000 foot! 

‘All the threo mohnls, Simranu, Mibsi, and Majhowa are still extant, 
Majhowa is a vory largo pargannah in the present day, strotching as far 
as Trobeni Ghét, the point where the Gandak issues from the hills, only 
‘8 small portion of it is included in Todar Mal’s rent-roll. 

TV. Sarkér Héjipir—1l Mehals. Area 4,86,952 bigahs. Re- 
‘enue, 27,981,030 dams. All these mehals aro still extant and clearly 
identifiable. ‘This Sarkér is a long and rather naxrow strip comprising 
tho tract between the Burh Gandak river on the north-east, and the 
Gandak and the Ganges on the south-west and south, 

‘V. Sarkdr Séran—17 mebals. Measured area 2,29,052 bigahs. 
Revenue 60,172,004} dams. Castes various ; 1000 horse, 50,000 foot, 
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‘This Sarkér like that of Champéran has no Havelt,” I tho present 
day sixteon out of Todar Mal’s seventeen mehals are in existonce, though 
some of the modern names differ slightly from those in the Ain, 

VI. Sarkér Tirhut—74 mebals. Measured area 266,464 bigahs. 
Revenue 19,189,777} dams. Castes various ; 700 horse, 80,000 foot. 

Thongh this Sarkir contains a greater number of pargannas than 
others in Bihér, it covers loss arca than Sarkars Bihér or Mungix, the 
pargannas being in many instances very small. ‘This Sarkér is one of 
‘the most difficult to reconstruct, many changes having taken place, both 
in the names and arrangoment of the pargannas, and large areas being 
‘absolutely unaccounted for. 

VIL Sarkir Ruhtds—18 mobals. Area 473,840 bigahs. Re- 
venue 4,081,049 dams, Castes various ; 4,550 horse, 162,000 foot, 

‘This Sarkér is in the main conterminous with the modem district 
of Shahsbéd, being bounded on the north by the Ganges, on tho east. by 
‘the Son, on tho west by the ill-omened Karamnésé, and on the south by 
‘the Kaimur range, 

Im conclusion, Mr. Beames remarks that tho reconstruction of this 
‘Subah is far from being completo, and exprosses a hope that here, as in 
tho caso of Subsh Avaih, persons living on tho spot may be able to cloar 
up some of the doubtful points by local enquiry.

or both sides, but not sufficient to be readable, ‘The remmining 26 show 
more or less distinct traces of their datos and mints. From these I bave 
‘boon able to ascertain, that thoir mint town is Dér ue Saltanat Shah 
Jehénabdd, 4, e, Delhi, and that their dates are the following :

‘Phe Mughal Emperor Shéh Jchén of Delhi reigned up to the 
year 1068 A. H., while his son and successor Aurangzeb reigned from 
1068-1118 A. H. The earlier speoimens of 1068 might therefore belong to 
Shéh Johén ; but they might also belong to Aurangzeb, On the other hand, 
‘the traces which remain of the emperor's name, though too imperfect 
to be decipherable, seem to be alike on all the coins ; and as all tho 
asoortained dates agroo with Anrangzeb's reign, T conclude that they 
‘must all be ascribed to that emperor of Delhi.

or a grand total of 464 species of recorded Homoptera. Indications are 
given of species recorded from neighbouring countries which raise the 
record to about 500 known species. 

"At the conclusion of the paper, Mr. Atkinson said : 

‘The paper just road completes the account of the recorded species 
of insects belonging to the Homopterous section of the Indian Rhynchots,

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It is not my intention at prosent to deal with the sub-orders Phytoph- 
‘thires and Anoplura, the former including the Payllide, Ooeoida, &c., 28 
the recorded specios are few and of little value, and it will be better, 
should timo and opportunity permit, to undertake original investigations 
of those sections in which India is so rich in species. My object in theso 
papers has been to lay tho foundations of a ‘Homoptera Indiza’ by 
collecting all the information at present available and above all to clear 
the synonymy which is full of so many pitfalls and troubles for the 
boginner, I felt that it was uscless to attempt to onlist the sympathies of 
obsorvers on behalf of this interesting order of inseots, unless some subs- 
‘antial aid was given them to enable them to take an intelligent interest 
in the work, For this purpose I have given the original descriptions of 
each Indian inseot wherever possible or where Stal, Signoret, Distant or 
Butler have re-described an insect, their descriptions. Ina fow cases Thave 
re-desoribed tho type, but this is so far a work of doubt that I have prefer 
70d to give the original deseription only, however meagre, until Thave had 
an opportunity of visiting Buropo and seoing tho actual types thomselves. 
The work so far as I have gono is merely preparatory to a truly usoful 
‘work on the Indian Homoptera, and I trust that I have done enough to 
alist the aid of all lovors of Natural History in India to collect materials 
for tho purpose. I.am prepared to do all I can towards naming any 
collections sent for that purpose to mo at 48 Park Streot, Caloutta, I 
‘would suggest that all new and unnamed or unrecognized specimens be 
doposited in tho Indian Musoum until arrangements can be made for 
their being sent to Buropo for identification, and furthor I shall be happy 
to furnish instructions for tho collection and preservation of specimens 
in the meantime, In the section Homoptera aro included the cicadm 
whose shrill song is 60 well-known, tho beautiful lantorn-fiies with their 
long cephalic process, the cieadinm, the plant-lico including that which 
yields tho lac-dyo and Ino of commerce, and the majority of the myriads 
of insects which ono can see flying about the strest lamps at the close of 
the rains. Not ono in fifty of thoso latter has as yet boon described, and 
Team promiso any one who chooses to take up this order plenty of 
novelties and plonty of amusement, In tho section Heteroptera aro 
included those insects which live on vegetablo juicos and are found on land 
or in water, in the latter element skipping over the surfaco or swimming. 
‘Many of them are beautifully coloured and vie with all other orders in 
the richness of their clothing and the quaintness of their forms. As this 
is the first attempt at reviewing the recorded knowledge of our Indian 
‘Homoptera there must be many omissions but no trouble has been spared 
4o make tho record perfoot. Nearly all the English, French, German, 
‘Swedish, Italian and Russian publications of the various Entomological 
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Societies have beon examined, and it is believed that the omissions will 
prove to be of no great importance, I have added some species hitherto 
recorded only from Singapore and Sinm when their occurrence in India 
is probable. ‘Thoso acquainted with the order can alone appreciate 
the labour involved and value it, a Inbour enhanced by the abso- 
Jute absence of any named collection in India, I have arranged as 
fax as possible the collection in the Indian Muscum, Caloutta, and this will 
always rethain available for consultation by collectors. Tt is desirable, 
however, that fresh offorts should bo mado to increase that collection 
which is particularly doficiont in Rhynchota and does not possess one- 
fourth of the named species. 

2. The Currents and ies of the Hooghly and its littoral, and how 
they are influenced. —~By 8. R. Bxsox, Esq. 

About twenty miles, or more, to the eastward of the entrance channels 
to the Mutlah River, and fifty to the eastward of the Hooghly River, 
ies the northern end, or tormination, of a peculiar deop gut of water, 
named the ‘Swatch of no Ground’: where the delta sand-banks ond so 
very abruptly as to launch mddenly from seven into ono hundred 
fathoms, in the courso of only three or four miles: and the dopth is 
800 fathoms at only 18 miles from the shoro. 

‘This gut, if I may bo allowed the expression, is, doubtless, the sub- 
way, or aqueduct, for the conveyance, betwoen tho walls of tho adjacent 
raised sea bottom, of tho cooler and donso briny current which, all 
authorities show, runs up from §, W. to N. B. parallel with the Coro- 
mgndel Const for ab least eight months of the your,® and which con- 
tinues onwards, as a sure convection current, towards the sun-warmod 
shoal waters of tho extensive submarine Gangos delta: thoreby pre- 
vonting tho river silt from settling so far soaward as it has done both east 
and west of the head of the Swatch : even supposing that thero is such a 
great outpour of water from the northern rivers during the fresheta as 
‘some aver, but on which point thoro is, unquestionably, a doubt. 

At its head, the wators tho Swatch pours forth soem to divide, the 
minin part ranning eastward towards Chittagong, and thon down along 
‘the Arracan Const, at least so say somo of the son-directories. But a great 
portion of this stream of water, and that which most concorns us, turns 
‘westwards over the remarkably well-formed submarine sand dunes (alone 
to be found to the westward of the Swatch of no Ground) stretching ont 
for more than thirty miles from dry land, and lying between the Bulchery 
sand on tho east and Balasore Roads on the west. In proof of which state- 
ments, wo have it from registers (kept on board the outer Light Vessels

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and courteously placed at my disposal by the Port Officer, Captain Stiffe, 
I. M,) of currents, that the mean daily set of the sea for the year 1880 was, 
at the Mutlah Light Vessel, 12°1 miles W. #8., and, at the Eastern Channel 
Light, only one-half, or 64 miles in a S. W. by W. 4 W. direction ; 
whilst ab the Pilots’ Ridge, 32 milos W. S. W. of the latter, it was 
really an inset of the sea of $ of a mile N. W. + W. per diem, during 
tho six months, March to September, that she was in position. 

Bosides the natural tendency of the waters of the Hooghly littoral to 
flow round over the sands cyclonically, or against the hands of the watch 
(face upwards), all the year round, any small baric depression out over 
the Bay is quite sufficient to humy it along with great force; so that it is 
well-known fact that a largo westward sot at the Pilot Station, Sand- 
heads, is a sure precursor of a eyclonio storm of greater or less intensity; 
this sot showing itself long before the indraughted N. B, wind has gained 
sufficient force to cause it by friction with the sea-surface ; doubtless, 
this deep gut, so handy to draw upon, furnishes a ready supply of 
northwards moving water, as required by tho demand of a reduced or 
diminished aerial pressure on its loft front: a8 flow also the xesponsive 
and light, but much more sluggish, air strata abovo it: a vibration 
of enorgy being taken up and translated by a water medium four and 
‘@ quarter times more surely and speedily than by an air medium, 

On tho other hand, when such local meteorological conditions of 
fan auti-oyolonic charter occur as take place at the head of the Bay 
during the months of March, April, and May, (Wwhen strong 8. 8. W. 
and 8, W. winds blow, and an eastward sot of the aon is bogot), such 
eastward sot at tho Mutlh Light is as nothing compared to that at the 
Hastorn Channel Light; and even hore, is scarcely ever moro than 
12 miles in the 24 hours, and, then, only on extmordinary occasions, 
when #8, W. gale and high sea call it forth (#00 Table of Sea-set at 
Sandhends in author's Sandheads Sailing Directory). 

‘This deop gut of (doubtless running) water, this Swatch of no 
Ground, has also another influence not yet written about, that is, in 
giving a greater range tothe tides in tho Mutlah River of 8 feot 6 inches 
over those of the Hooghly River : theso waters boing so close-to are over 
ready to swing and pulsate, to flow and ebb, in response to the disturbed 
‘equilibrium caused by the constantly varying attractions of sun and 
‘moon on land and sea areas: whilst the Hooghly has to draw upon 
‘a more distant reservoir wherewith to build up her tidal wave, and to 
which algo to return the uprisen waters after the Hooghly meridian. hag 
rolled away eastwards from undor tho Iunar and solar perturbating 
influences. I have boen told by tho captains of the Liglit Vessels 

~ who have had experience there, that there is a much stronger current 
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in and off the Mutlah than in and off the Hooghly. And if my 
memory serves me rightly, I remember there wore not » fow vessels 
Jost in the Mutlab during the short period it was open as a port; their 
Joss pointing to a stronger current making navigation of the Mutlah 
at least as dangerous, if not more #0, than that of the Hooghly : all which 
I think may be safely attributed to its proximity to the Swatch of no 
Ground, the probable birthplace of the ‘tide-rips’ we experience 
throughout the Sandheads about Soptomber and October. 

Inall old diroctorios for the Bay sailors are taught, that the tides 
at the Sandheads, in fact, all over tho littoral, flow regularly round, and 
with equal force, Tike tho hands of a watch (faco upwards) : this is 
an error which it is desirable should be corrected ; for I find that 
but vory little water runs to the eastward of north and south-south- 
east, and that for not more than an hour or so, at the tum of the 
tide from flood to ebb ; all the rest going to the westward over tho out, 
lying reefs aud sands, whose characteristios as well-formed sand dunes 
prove this westward sot, if no other proofs were available for the 
purpose, 

All tho water from tho Hooghly goos towards Balasore Roads in a 
8, W. dirootion from tho mouth of the river. ‘This large shallow basin, 
40 milos in diamotor, with an averago depth of 7 to 8 fathoms of muddy, 
‘warmed water, may, with all propriety, bo called tho settling tank and 
evaporating pool for tho annual 78,000,000 yards of solid silt deposit 
said to be brought down by tho Hooghly waters, Muddy water is 
‘eeazoely over to bo soon at tho Ridgo Light Station, excepting on spring 
tidos, and when tho sea is much agitated ; and,as before statod, the mean 
daily set of tho sea at that station is for the six months, Maroh to Sep- 
tember, only # of o milo in nN. W. $ W. dirvotion. 

Although, at first sight, tho gonoral trend of tho outlying roofs 
and sands to the 8. 8. B. seems to point to the currents sotting in that 
direction, yet, in reality, they do not so set, and, doubtless, their 8. S. B. 
Airection is tho result of the combination of three causes :—the proven 
almost constant wostward sot of tho waters over them : the transporting, 
uphoaving effect of tho almost as constant soa swell from tho 8, and 
8. 8. W.: also the disturbance caused by the warmed and, in the 
freshets, purer ebb waters mocting the above-mentioned constant 
westward sot of cooler and donsor water. Both currents in socking 
‘equilibrium roll over and over oach other as the tidal stream runs down 
the stoop western edges of the sands, until the 10 fathom line is reached, 
whore th upheaving wave power suddenly ceases, and the hard sand 
oposite as suddenly halt. 

Close to the wostorn edges of all the sands of the littoral, the 
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bottom is of a very soft blue clay, with @ tenacious substratum which 
holds tho sounding lead much too firmly, sometimes with such tenacity 
as to break tho Tino. 

But the eastern edges of the whole of them shelve very gradually, 
‘and consist of hard, fino sand such as is found high up in the Hooghly. 
‘This fine sand has, in very disturbed statos of the sea, been deposited 
on the rigging of vessels, when these have been in from 12 to 15 
fathoms of water, shining, when ary, like particles of steel filings, 

As claewhere, the tides of the Hooghly seem to be very much ine 
finenced by varying conditions of relative bario pressure over sen and land 
areas: both diurnal, whon, in the afternoon, within 100 miles of land, tho 
sea area has the superior pressure aud vice versd in the forenoon: and 
yearly or as termed in the tide tables, ‘seasonal,’ when, from October (as 
‘Mr. Blanford tolls us, ‘tho land area is suddonly transformed into a 
region of high pressure’) to March, the pressure is higher to the north 
‘than to the south, and vice vered, when, tho sca aren becoming the sont 
of highest pressure, southerly winds as a necessary result, predominato, 
and raiso a high swell at tho Sandheads: this swell becoming more 
agitated in the shoal wator of the estuary is, of itself, doubtless, » cause 
of the waters of the river standing higher; but, taken in conjunction 
with the steoponed burio gradient and southerly wind, the mean lovel 
cof tho wator in the rivor rises stendily till the advent of the light. 
or frosh water in the rains, when it stands highor still, or about 
four foot higher in Soptomber than in January and Fobraacy, when 
salt or brackish water reaches far up tho river. (In Juno of this yoar, 
immediately bofore the freshets had set down, I found five and a half 
‘grains at low, and five and three quartor grains of salt por ounce troy at 
high water, at Diamond Harbour.) 

Any abnormal stato of the usual relative baric prossure causos a 
corresponding disturbance in the prodicted regularity of the tides, both 
in times and heights of low and high water : the water, as above-mon- 
tioned, responding to the altered bario gradiont before the air has time 
to do so, much less to raiso waves outside, which, of themselves, axe 
Known to augment, or exalt, the calm mean sen level. 

From low to high water, in the whole of the river, is a little more 
than five hours; and from high to low water @ little more than seven 
hours: but the flowing and ebbing of tho water is greatly influenced by 
tho strength of the freshets, and the distance from the sea: so that ab 
Caloutta, in tho month of September, vessels in the neap-tides, 
do not swing to the flood: and, owing to an extraordinary freshet this 
year, vossols did not swing flood in the height of a porigeo spring tide 5 
iput this masking of the flood stream does not affect the rise and fall of 
‘the tide, which goes on all the samo as the tide tables predict, 
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‘Tho difference in the times of low water between any two places on 
the river is generally equivalent to half the difference of high water. be- 
tween the tivo places added to the difference of the said high water. 

For instance, the difference between the times of high water at Cal- 
cutia and Mud Point is three hours; and that between the time of low 
water is about four and a half hours, 


8. On: the Antiquity, Authenticity and Genuinoness of Chand Bardéi 

Epic, the “ Prithirdj Rasau.”—By Kavimas Snvawat, Das, M. R. 

A. S,, Poot Laureate and Member of the Royal Council, Meywar. 

(Abstract. 

Tho object of the author of this paper is to demonstrate that the 
‘well-known epic of Chand Bardéi, the Prithirdj Rasau is not gonuino, 
but was fabricated several conturies after by a bard of Rejpiiténé, Th 
position,he endeavours to establish by quotations from the poom itself, 
showing that they abound with expressions commonly used in tho dialeot 
of that provinoo and not found in the Braj Bhishé or any other Eastern 
dialect of India, ‘Tho author then rofers to sovoral stono inscriptions 
found in Meywar which all contribute to confirm the position taken up 
by him. He concludes by stating that his object in writing tho paper 
4s to caution the public against the belief that the poom was written by 
Chand Bardéi, or oven by any author who was his contemporary. ‘The 
spuriousnoss of tho Rasau, he adds, is confirmed by tho fact that its 
narrative and tho names of persons montioned aud the datos given do 
not agroo with those in tho Persian works of Prithinéj’s timo. 

‘At the conclusion of the paper, which will be published in full in 
Journal, Part I., Dr, Homme romarked, that from the brief perusal which 
he had boon ablo to give to tho Kaviraja’s paper, it soemed to him that it 
‘was likely to provo of conkiderablo intorostand importance. ‘The question 
of the gonuinenoss and credibility of the epio of Chand was one which do- 
srved careful consideration, Ho did not feel sure regarding the cogency 
of the author's argument from the Rajpriténi language of the Epic, ‘There 
was no good reason why tho language of the real Chand should bo 
‘sapposed to have been Braj Bhéshé or any other Eastern dinloct of 
India, ‘The argument from the disagroomont of the dates given in the 
‘epic from those given in Persian historical works was far more apposite, 
‘The fact of the existenco of this disegreomont had been long since 
pointed out; though hitherto it had not been satisfactorily accounted 
for. ‘The poculiar point, requiring explanation, seemed to him to be 
this, that the dates of the epic, while smaller by about 90 yoars than 
those given elsewhere, wero consistent with one another. “The most 
important of the Kavirdja’s arguments, howover, were undoubtedly: 
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those, which were intended to identify certain events related in the epic 
‘with ocourrences that happened in the history of Rajpétdnd and Gujarét 
several centuries after the time when the real bard Chand was known to 
have lived. If these identifications could be satisfactorily established— 
as tho Kaviréja, seemed to have done,—they would certainly prove, that, 
if not the whole epic, at least certain large portions of it were not 
genuine, With regard to this point, Dr. Hoernle said, he might briefly 
state what his own conclusions were. In connexion with the edition 
of the epic, which was being prepared for the Society, he had occasion 
carefully fo examine and compare the available manuscripts. ‘These 
seemed to disclose clear evidence that the epic had undergone, in tho 
‘course of time, threo distinct revisions or recensions, At the timo of 
each of these revisions, large new portions, being sometimes entire 
canto, were added to the poem, He thought it might possibly be shown, 
in the course of furthor investigation, that those events which did not 
take place s0 early as Chand’s time, were recorded in the cantos sub- 
sequently added to the original and genuine epic, For tho present, ho 
‘was not disposed to give credence to such a sweeping statement that the 
whole of the poom was a forgery dating from so late a date as the 15th 
or 16th gontaxy,

in an oxoollont state of proservation. Most of tho mints, 28 in all, were 
now to Mr. Oliver; and ono curious circumstance which ho notes in con- 
noxion with this find is that it includes spocimens of the whole twelve 
Persian months, in many 04808 of several mints.

“Tam sonding yous silver coin from Kittiya, on the Ganges, 
in tho Fatchpore district, whero I was encamped yesterday. Gen. Gun- 
ningham (Survey XI, 56) has conjectured on topographical grounds and 
from a caloulation of distances that this might be the Buddhist site mon 
tioned by Huwen Thsang in his Itinorary under the name of Ozuts." ‘Tho 
chief object of my visit was to ascertain whethor there wore any romaing 
‘on the spot that would holp to confirm this theory. 

“Tho prosoat vilage is © most mizerablo place, bué was ovidently of 
much more importance at some earlier poriod, sinco it gives its name to 
‘a perganna and, is therefore for the sake of distinction officially styled 
Kitiya Khés, It lies in o ravino, with a high cliff on either 
called Kot, the other Bari-ganw. ‘The latter was the original site of the 
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‘village, and was deserted only about 100 years ago ; the other is said to 
have been a fort. Under a tree on the Baya-génw hill have been collected 
a few fragments of figure soulpture, one of which had been afterwards 
pproprinted for a Muhammadan building, as it shows on the back the 
endings of four lines of a Persian inscription in bold raised character 
“The coin was probably found in the Kot mound, whore bricks of 
Inge size aro also excavated. Its inscription is in modern Nagari charace 
ters, and what remains of it is very clear; but 80 many of the outside 





letters have disappeared, together with the outer rim of the coin iteelf,

Da, Hosnxtn remarked that the coin was a well-known one, Tt had 
already been described and figured in Marsden’s Numismata Orientalia 
Qo, MOOT, p. 789). Tt was again described and figured in the Appen- 
dix to Prinsop’s Indian Antiquities (Useful Tables, Vol. II, p. 65). In 
tho latter work it is said to be a coin issued by an obsoure zomindar of 
Tnyanagar, a village near Bajragayh, ‘The insoriptions are differently 
read in the two works mentioned, but incorrectly in both. Tho correct 
reading appears to be the following.  Obverso: Sré Rdghava Pratdpa 
Pavana-putra Balavardhaka, Reverso: yah sika par chhp maha Réja 
Jaya Singh (Ke date Jayanagar), ‘The words enclosed in brackets 
with the date, are wanting on the prosont ooin, Both insoriptions are in 
‘the Hind language, and in modern Négart characters. ‘Tho rovorso 
states that “on this coin is inscribed the name of the Réjé Jai Singh, 
(the date, and the mint Jayanagar).””

2. Notes on the Chittagong Dialeot—By Mx. F. E, Panorrzn. 

(Abstract.) 

In offering these Notos on the Chittagong dialect, Mr. Pangiter ve- 

marked that he was aware how incomplete they were, how many matters 
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were unnoticed and how much remains to be filled in to tender hig 
sketch thoroughly serviceable. ‘Theso notes were collected some years ago 
when he was residing in Chittagong. Several of the peculiarities noticed 
are not confined to Ohittagong, but prevail generally throughout Eastern 
Bengal, though not in so marked adegree. Ho hoped, however, that these 
notes, incomplete though they are, might be of use to others, whether as 
‘an aid in learning the vernacular, or as an inducement to supply what 
‘was wanting. 

‘The language spoken in Chittagong isa dialect of Bengali, but great- 
ly corrupted owing to the remote position of the district, the strong 
‘Muhammadan clement in the population, and the tendency in East 
Bengal to speak qnickly and clip the word 

‘Those causes have been at work in Bakarganj and the country 
‘east of the Meghna, and the language spoken there differs from ordinary 
‘good Bengali, the difference increasing with tho distance south-eastward. 
‘Tho extreme is reached in Ohittagong where the difference is so marked 
that a native from other parts of Bengal does not readily understand 
the language. 

‘Tho paper will be published in full in the Journal, Part I. 








‘Dr. Hornwix remarked that ho had listoned with very great interest 
to the papor which had just beon read. Any contributions to our 
Knowledge of the dialects of the North Indian languages wore specially 
‘welcome in the prosont day whon so much attontion was boginning to bo 
‘bostowod on the comparative study of them. ‘There wore only two of 
those Innguagos which lind hithorto received any closer examination 
‘with respect to their dialects, ‘Thoso were tho Hindf and the Bihérs 
Jnnguagos. It was well-known that the other Gandinn Janguages, and 
‘especially tho Bangéls possossed equally distinot and instructive dialeots 
but, hitherto, but very little had been made known about thom beyond the 
faot. of their oxistonco. It was, thoreforo, of peouliar interest to receive 
somo information on the Chittagong dialect, ono of the most curious, in 
many ways, of tho Bangélt language. Listening to the paper as it was 
ho had marked down a fow points which had pecially struck him. ‘The 
process of phonotio detrition in some respoots was carried a step beyond 
‘the stage in which it was usually found in the Gandians. ‘The dissimilar 
Sanskrit conjunct ksh was assimilated in Prékrit to kkh, and in Gaudian 
simplified to kh or reduced to h, but in the Chittagong dialect it was found 
altogether dropped, as in déite ‘ to see’ for the ordinary Bangéli dekhite. 
This chango was said to be “‘almost invariable, if the second vowel be 
dor 4.” But thnt it occurred also under other conditions was shown by the 
instance of Mind (Hat) for siikh’nd (swat). The change of an initial 
sibjlant or of a chh to h was almost invariable in the Chittagong dialect, 
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but this phenomenon might be observed also in other dialects, and cnri- 
ously enongh it was found of the greatest frequency in the extreme west, 
in the Sindhi and Panjébt ; so that here the dialects of the furthest cast 
and the furthest west most nearly approximated. 

Nawan Avput Lancy Kukx Basapor said :—Mx. Pargiter is deserving 
of the best thanks of this mecting for the very intoresting paper which 
he has read this evening. He has taken great pains in enquiring into, 
and collecting information regarding, the shape which the Bengali lan- 
guage has assumed in the district of Chittagong. If similar enquiries 
were made by gentlemen residing in the other districts of Bengal, tho 
various forms which the vernacular has taken in those districts, would 
show a most interesting and instructive stato of affairs. What has 
struck me much is the way in which tho Bengali language has Become 
gradually more: and more corrupted, the further yon go in all direotions 
from the district of Nuddoa, tho seat of pure Bengali, 

Whilo on this subject, it would not perhaps be uninteresting, if I 
mention my own experience of the various forms which the Urda lane 
guage has assumed in various parts of India, It seoms to me that the 
Prinefplo is exactly the same as in the case of the Bengali already 
notioed by me. ‘The chiof seat of Urdu is Delhi and tho furthor the dis- 
tance from Delhi, the more and more corrupted doos the Undu language 
become, As it travels northwards, it gots mixed up with the Gurmukhi 
‘and Pushto in tho Panjéb and the Frontior districts, and loses its purity. 
"Towards the south-west it passos through Rajpritind, and becoming mixed 
‘up with the Marwari Négar{ gots more and more corruptod until it reaches 
the Province of Sindh, and there getting mixed up with Sindhi, assumes 
tho worst form, ‘Travelling towards the south, ib passes through Gwa- 
Yiar and Indore in Contral India, and reaches Bombay vit Baroda, and 
thus becomes mixod up with Négri, Grjrati, and Marhatti, thoroby 
entirely losing its integrity. Tt thon travols farthor south towards 
‘Hydrabad and Madras, and assumes the worst form by gotting mixed up 
with Canarese, Toluga and ‘Tamil. In some of the districts around 
Delhi, the Urdu preserves its integrity to a cortain oxtont, with somo 
slight but quite perceptible corruptions. In travelling south-east, 
towards Bongal, it becomes mixed up with tho Braj Bhasha'of Muttra, 
the Négri of various forms all along the south-eastern confines of Bobar, 
‘and finally with the Bengali language, becoming more and more oor 
raptod tho further it moves from Dolhi. Of all the cities at a dis- 
tance from Delhi, Lakhnan, MurehiaAbéd and Dacoa have kept up the 
‘Urda ina much paror condition than other places. The Urdu of Bombay 
4s very bad, and that of Hydrabad and Madras oven worse, In my 
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‘travels’ throngh ‘all these plaoss I have been muck struck. with the 
Gifferent ways in which the Urda langaago has been corrupted; -bub 
‘what seems to mo to be most curious is, that in such a large Muhamadan- 
city as Hyderabad, the‘ Urdu has not beon preserved in such a. decent 
condition, as at Lakhnau, Murshidébéd and Dacca, And it ia also 
remarkable, that whilst the idiomatio expressions of Delhi have been 
carefully preserved in Murshidébéd and Dacca, they have bean quite 
corrupted in the chief towns of the Province of Behar, through which 
the Urdu language has travelled to Bongal. It seems to me, that it 
would be a gain to our Society if gentlemen who take an intorest in this 
subject, and who have the timo and the inclination, would direct their 
‘attontion to enquire and collect information as to tho various forms 
which the Urdu has assumed in different parts of Hindustin, 

Da, Horus suggested that the Nawab bimself would be the best 
qualified person to supply that information about Urdu, All informa- 
tion of that kind was cortainly very desirabl
